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SFPD 
inspectors 
stabbed; 
man held

T wo veteran lesbian San Francisco 
Police inspectors were stabbed 
Monday, August 11 outside a home in 
Daly City as they investigated a cab- 
driver suspected of shooting a pellet 
gun at a family earlier in the day in 
San Francisco. The suspect, identified 
by Daly City 
Police as Jerry 
Lariosa 

Cabonce, was 
arrested after a 
SWAT team 
stormed the 
house. He will 
face attempted 
murder 
charges. 

Inspector 
Lea Militello, 

44, co-chair of 
the SFPD’s Pride Alliance association 
of LGBT officers, and Inspector Patri¬ 
cia Correa, 51, were being treated for 
their injuries at San Francisco Gener¬ 
al Hospital. Both were expected to re¬ 
cover, an SFPD spokesman said. Both 
women have been on the force for 
more than 20 years. 

Correa was stabbed twice in the 
left side of her lower torso and suf¬ 
fered a collapsed lung. SFPD 
spokesman Dewayne Tulley said she 
will remain in the hospital for a few 
more days. Militello was stabbed once 
in the upper chest. At press time, Tul¬ 
ley said Militello was expected to be 
released from the hospital as early as 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Acting Police Chief Alex Fagan Sr. 
visited both inspectors at the hospital 
Monday and

Cabonce, 41, shares with his parents 
and brother. According to the San 
Francisco Chronicle , Cabonce is an ex¬ 
convict with a history of violence dat¬ 
ing back to 1987. 

According to police, Militello and 
Correa were following up on a report 
that a driver in his Yellow taxicab had 
fired a pellet gun at two people 
around 8 a.m. Monday in the 800 
block of Powell Street. When the in¬ 
spectors arrived at Cabonce’s home, 
he jumped out of his taxi and engaged 
both officers. Witnesses said Cabonce 
had a butcher knife in his hand. 

The man allegedly stabbed Correa 
first, then turned to Militello, who 
had been driving, stabbing her in the

Schwarzenegger mum 
on gay rights - so far

C harging into the huge field of can¬ 
didates looking to replace Governor 
Gray Davis in the October 7 recall 
election, action film star Arnold 
Schwarzenegger vowed to “clean house” in 
Sacramento and promised to be a governor 
for all Californians when he surprised many 
by entering the race on The Tonight Show last 
Wednesday, August 6. 

Davis, a Democrat, is now fighting for his 
political life and there were nearly 115 candi¬ 
dates approved for the recall ballot at press 
time. Schwarze¬ 
negger, however, 
by virtue of his 
star power, has 
thrown the his¬ 
toric election into 
the national spot¬ 
light. 

Gay political 
activists expressed 
surprise at 

Schwarzenegger’s 
late entry into the 
race, and at press 
time, many were 
still waiting to 
hear the Republi¬ 
can movie star’s views on gay rights. It has 
been widely reported that Schwarzenegger is 
a moderate who supports gay rights and is 
pro choice, though specifics were not avail¬ 
able and Schwarzenegger refused to answer a 
question concerning gay marriage during a 
media appearance last week. 

In a frequently quoted interview he gave 
:Cosmopolitan , Schwarzenegger said, “I have

no sexual standards in my head that say ‘this 
is good’ or ‘this is bad.’ ‘Homosexual’ - that 
only means to me that he enjoys sex with a 
man and I enjoy sex with a woman. It’s all le¬ 
gitimate to me.” 

Voters will be asked a two-part question 
on the recall ballot: should Davis be recalled, 
and if so, who should replace him. While 
Davis needs a majority of no votes on the first 
question to remain in office, a candidate 
could replace him with only a plurality of the 
vote. 

Polls released early this week showed the 
recall winning handily. A CNN/1/5A 
Today! Gallup Poll showed 64 percent of re¬ 
spondents in favor of recalling Davis, com¬ 


pared to 29 percent who said he should re¬ 
main in office. 

Jeffrey Bissiri, chairman of Log Cabin Re¬ 
publicans California, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter Monday, August 11 that his group ex¬ 
pects Schwarzenegger to be supportive of gay 
issues, but added they haven’t heard any 
specifics. 

“I think we’re all sort of waiting to see,” 
Bissiri said. “Arnold certainly is sounding all 
the right notes as far as we’re concerned. Re¬ 
publicans in the 21st century need to sound 
like that.” 

He was referring to Schwarzenegger’s state¬

LGBT progressives react to 
Gonzalez mayoral campaign

L ast week’s surprising 
entrance of Board of 
Supervisors President 
and Green Party member 
Matt Gonzalez into the San 
Francisco mayor’s race had 
some obvious consequences 
for leftist voters; many were 
uncomfortable with another 
candidate potentially split¬ 
ting the vote among progres¬ 
sives, while others hailed the 
decision as exactly what was 
needed to beat the perceived 
front-runner* Supervisor 
Gavin Newsom. 

Immediate speculation 
was that many lefties would 
jump ship, transferring their 
support from candidate and 
Supervisor Tom Ammiano to 
Gonzalez. But many LGBT 
voters - including LGBT Green Party mem¬ 
bers - say they are steadfast in their support 
for Ammiano. And while some welcome 
Gonzalez to the race, others are disturbed by 
some of the more subtle inferences of Gon¬ 
zalez’s candidacy. 

“I’m not changing anything. I’m support¬ 


ing'Ammiano all the 
way,” said Jerry 
Threet, a gay Green 
and past president of 
the Harvey Milk 
LGBT Democratic 
Club, which en¬ 
dorsed Gonzalez for 
supervisor in 2000. 
Threet, a founding 
member of Laven¬ 
der Greens, actually 
called for a meeting, 
he said, to try to talk 
Gonzalez out of 
running for mayor, 
as he has “yet to hear 
an argument on how 
this doesn’t damage 
progressives’ 
chances.” 

While many may 
believe that Gonza¬ 
lez has a better 
chance when it 
comes to one-on-one debates with Newsom, 
“it takes a campaign to win an election,” said 
Threet, “not a sterling performance in a de¬ 
bate.” 

And underneath the perception that Am¬ 
miano cannot beat Newsom, said Threet, is a 
very subtle message that queer candidates 



cannot get elected. 

“There’s this whole thing with the pro¬ 
gressive community that we need a strong, 
macho man to come out fighting, I think 
some progressives may be thinking, ‘Is Am- 
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Board of Supervisors President Matt 
Gonzalez is running for mayor.

Queer youth center in 
medical pot club furor

L ast week the attention of the 
media and public officials 
turned to a group of med¬ 
ical marijuana dispensaries in 
downtown Oakland. Leading The 
complaints against the pot club 
proliferation was Sexual Minority 
Alliance of Alameda County, an 
organization serving LGBT youth. 

“Our goal is to give young peo¬ 
ple options, not introduce them to 
smelling weed,” SMAAC Executive 
Director Roosevelt Mosby told the 
Oakland Tribune. “The smell is so 
strong in our basement that they 
don’t have to buy it - they can go 
down there and breathe deeply.” 

The now infamous concentra¬ 
tion of medical marijuana outlets 
in the northern part of downtown 
Oakland has been dubbed “Oaks- 
terdam” for its resemblance to 
parts of Amsterdam that are home 
to many cannabis cafes. More 
than half a dozen clubs are situat¬ 
ed in the area around Telegraph 
Avenue and Broadway between 
17th and 19th streets. 

The clubs range from clearly 
medical patient cooperatives such 
as Compassionate Caregivers to 
clubs like the Bulldog Coffeeshop, 
which has adopted the name and 
logo of an Amsterdam cafe geared 
toward recreational pot users. 

While California’s Proposition 
215 and city law allow for the 
medical use of cannabis with a 
doctor’s recommendation - and 
the Oakland police generally take 
a “hands off” stance toward the 
clubs - the federal government 


does not recognize any legitimate 
medical use of the herb, and in re¬ 
cent years has stepped up prose¬ 
cution of medical marijuana pa¬ 
tients and providers. 

The Oakland City Council 
supported the pioneering Oak¬ 
land Cannabis Buyers Club, which 
was shut down by the Drug En¬ 
forcement Administration in 1998 
and took its case all the way to the 
Supreme Court, suffering a defeat 
in May 2001. More recently Oak¬ 
land was in the news in connec¬ 
tion with the trial of Ed Rosen¬ 
thal, who was deputized by the 
city to grow medical marijuana 
for patients. Rosenthal was con¬ 
victed of cannabis cultivation last 
February, but in a surprise move 
in June, a judge sentenced him to 
just one day in prison. The feder¬ 
al government said last month 
that it would appeal the sentence. 

Mayor Jerry Brown has or¬ 
dered an investigation of the dis¬ 
pensaries in the downtown area - 
which he has slated for economic 
redevelopment - saying he wants 
to ensure that they adhere to the 
spirit of the law. 

“No one is questioning the 
availability of medical marijuana,” 
Brown told the Tribune. “The 
question is, under what circum¬ 
stances should use take place?” 

City Council President Ignacio 
de la Fuente was more vociferous 
in his opposition, stating, “These 
clubs are totally illegal. They are 
coming here to make money, and 
we’re going to shut them down.” 

SMAAC’s youth center is locat¬ 
ed on Telegraph Avenue between 
Compassionate Caregivers and 


the Lemondrop Cafe. Mosby said 
the center - which serves many 
queer youth at risk for substance 
abuse - finds it difficult to pro¬ 
mote a drug-free message in such 
an environment. 

Crystal Weston, SMAAC’s di¬ 
rector of training and develop¬ 
ment, said in a recent opinion 
piece that SMAAC participants 
have been approached by 
cannabis club members seeking to 
resell their marijuana. The organi¬ 
zation has called for greater city 
regulation of the dispensaries. 

“If there were 10 liquor stores 
here, I’m sure the City Council 
and other community members 
would do something about it,” 
Mosby said at a press conference 
last Friday. 

Joel Tena, an aide to Vice 
Mayor Nancy Nadel who repre¬ 
sents the “Oaksterdam” area on 
the City Council, said that besides 
SMAAC there have been few com¬ 
plaints about the clubs, and some 
locals seem to welcome the in¬ 
creased activity in the economi¬ 
cally depressed neighborhood. 

“We see the medical marijuana 
dispensaries as enhancing the 
neighborhood,” Tena told the San 
Francisco Chronicle. “We know 
here in the city of Oakland that 
medical marijuana is literally 
something that keeps people alive. 
We want to make sure it’s available 
if they need it.” 

The Bay Area Reporter was un¬ 
able to reach the Lemondrop Cafe 
by press time and a spokeswoman 
for Compassionate Caregivers said 
the organization has a policy of 
not commenting to the press. T

dding to the recent spate of 
equal rights victories for les¬ 
bian and gay couples in the 
United States, the California 
Board of Equalization on Wednes¬ 
day, August 6 adopted amend¬ 
ments to property tax rule 
462.240 that relate to intestate 
succession property transfers for 
domestic partners. 


The 3-2 vote by the BOE marks 
the final stage of a five-month 
process in which the state tax 
panel created rules to guarantee 
fair treatment for gay couples, and 
furthers a surprising trend in civil 
rights accomplishment, given the 
current administration in Wash¬ 
ington, noted BOE Chairwoman 
Carole Migden. 

The rules could go into effect. 
as early as this fall, and will apply 
solely to couples registered in the 


state of California as domestic 
partners. 

Previously, the transfer of real 
property by intestate succession 
from a deceased domestic partner 
to the surviving partner triggered 
an automatic reassessment of the 
property. Frequently, this resulted 
in the surviving partner losing his 
or her house during the difficult 
mourning process.

Lawsuit demands IRV

J| s promised, a coalition of 
groups filed a lawsuit 
< against the San Francisco 
Department of Elections on Mon¬ 
day, August 11, charging that Elec¬ 
tions Director John Arntz’s refusal 
to implement the voter-approved 
instant runoff voting system by 
this November is illegal, unwar¬ 
ranted, and politically motivated. 

The lawsuit was filed in San 
Francisco Superior Court on be¬ 
half of plaintiffs including the 
Congress of California Seniors, 
Chinese Progressive Association, 
San Francisco Labor Council, 
AFL-CIO, California PIRG, and 
the Center for Voting and Democ¬ 
racy. Individuals named as plain¬ 
tiffs include Enrique Asis, Gwenn 
Craig, Arthur Chang, and Tracy 
Baxter. 

“I think people kind of expect¬ 
ed it would come to this,” Steven 
Hill, of the Center for Voting and 


Democracy, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter after the suit was filed. “At a 
certain point, when a city bureau¬ 
cracy continues to refuse to im¬ 
plement a law, what else is there to 
do?” 

The suit seeks an immediate ju¬ 
dicial order to stop the Elections 
Commission and director from vi¬ 
olating the city charter, according 
to plaintiffs, which voters amend¬ 
ed in March 2002 to replace De¬ 
cember runoffs with an instant 
runoff or ranked choice system for 
elections of city officials. 

City officials have claimed that 
the state’s inability to certify its 
voting equipment is responsible 
for the delay, and coupled with the 
October recall election, there sim¬ 
ply isn’t enough time to put the 
infrastructure in place. 

Plaintiffs have countered that 
the state could certify the equip¬ 
ment by September, giving San 
Francisco more time to prepare 
for the election than it has to pre¬ 
pare for the recall. And even if the 


equipment is not in place, they 
said, a hand count can be used as 
a temporary measure; the group 
already has a $250,000 estimate 
from a contractor who has 
promised IRV results within days. 

“Arntz has said he needs 90 
days to prepare for the November 
election. The question we’re ask¬ 
ing the court is, why is it he can 
get ready for a recall in 70 days 
when he’s ordered to do so? He 
wanted to pull the plug [on IRV] 
in July when there were 120 days 
left,” said Hill, adding that the re¬ 
fusal to implement IRV comes 
from the political linkage between 
Mayor Willie Brown, the elections 
department, state officials, and 
mayoral hopeful Supervisor 
Gavin Newsom. IRV would likely 
hurt Newsom’s chances of victory 
in November. 

“Connect the dots,” said Hill, 
“and it’s obvious what’s going on.” 

A Superior Court judge will 
hear the matter on Wednesday, 
August 20. ▼

Gay Catholics wade 
into political fray

evin Shellooe and Wayne

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Center signs agreement 
with HIV men’s group

hriving in SF, a grassroots 
HIV support group, has 

I signed an agreement with 
the LGBT Community Center and 
will continue to hold its regular 
coffee meetings in the building, 
including its next session this Sat¬ 
urday, August 16. 

Center Executive Director 
Thom Lynch told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter last week that he signed a 
memorandum of understanding 
with the group that allows it to 
meet free of charge at the center, 
although he added Thriving is 
paying a small donation. The 
group had been meeting at the 
center under a verbal agreement. 

“Basically, we had a verbal 
agreement in the past and now it’s 
just written down,” Lynch said. 

Thriving member Tim Patten 
agreed. “We all felt better” once 
the written agreement was signed, 
he said. 

Thriving in SF is a non-aligned 
HIV-positive group that formed 
after an article by Greg Rowe ap¬ 
peared last August in the now de¬ 
funct San Francisco Frontiers 
newsmagazine. By last October, 
the article had inspired many gay 
HIV-positive men to gather to¬ 
gether using a simple Yahoo group 


e-mail list on the Internet. Each 
marf, while suffering from various 
social and medical problems asso¬ 
ciated with HIV, found mutual 
support and solace in the group, 
according to a statement from 
Patten and Will Boemer. 

“Soon we were meeting in 
members’ homes in San Francis¬ 
co, while drawing from the greater 
Bay Area HIV-positive populace,” 
Patten and Boemer stated. “Most 
members live in San Francisco, 
but the group reaches out to the 
East Bay and Marin HIV-positives 
as well. The fledgling group had 
little or no direction and seemed 
to have a difficult time ‘swimming 
upstream.’” 

Late last year, a steering council 
evolved consisting of a financial 
planner, health advocate, market¬ 
ing and management consultants, 
as well as men interested in the 
group’s direction. The steering 
council includes 20-plus year sur¬ 
vivors of AIDS and encourages 
life-affirming collaboration of ex¬ 
periences that see optimism and 
friendship as key roles. 

Patten said that the purpose of 
the Saturday sessions is deliber¬ 
ately light. 

“We try to keep them fun and 
social,” he said, adding that topics 
like dating frequently come up. 

Membership in Thriving is at 


about 55 people, Patten said, 
adding that attendance at the Sat¬ 
urday afternoon meetings varies 
widely. “Sometimes five people 
show up, sometimes it’s 25 peo¬ 
ple.” 

Patten, himself a long-term 
AIDS survivor, said he and other 
Thriving members have noticed 
that younger people are often 
afraid to come out about their 
HIV status. 

“It’s really interesting that the 
HIV population isn’t very out,” 
Patten said. “We talk about it. We 
talk about safe sex. We’re finding 
this is a huge closeted subject.” 

John Cailleau, another mem¬ 
ber of Thriving, said he got fed up 
with other HIV support groups. 

“I grew tired of the traditional 
HIV support groups that focused 
on drugs and dying queens,” Cail¬ 
leau said. “I found Thriving a 
much more powerful forum, and 
the center is the perfect place for 
us to be.” 

In addition to the Saturday 
meetings at the community cen¬ 
ter, Thriving offers other meetings 
at members’ homes. Patten said 
that one of the most powerful is 
the “Our Stories, Our Lives, Our¬ 
selves,” during which the men 
share their HIV stories and how 
they are thriving in spite of living

“I could have been the biggest 
wild card in this election,” Savage 
told his radio listeners on Mon¬ 
day, August 11. “But I don’t want 
to be a politician.” 

By the middle of last week, 
Savage had quietly backed off a 
possible run in the recall race, days 
before the Saturday deadline for 
filing papers. The host told his lis¬ 
teners that he probably wouldn’t 
run because that would mean he 
would have to give up his radio 
show. He made it official on his 
Web site this week. 

Savage wrote: “I can do more 
good in radio. More influence, 
fewer controls. The political sys¬ 
tem means compromise. I tend to 
be uncompromising in my views. 
Further, how can a true conserva¬ 
tive who believes in secure bor¬ 
ders, English-only, and our com¬ 
mon cultural ties, influence our 
out-of-control proto-Marxist Cal¬ 


ifornia? Only by speaking directly 
to you, the voter. You must make 
the changes; first at the local level; 
then, at the state level; on to the 
national level.” 

When Arnold Schwarzenegger 
announced on Wednesday, August 
6, that he was running, Savage ran 
part of the actor’s press conference 
live and said he could support 
him. But the following day, Savage 
interviewed Republican guberna¬ 
torial candidate Bill Simon and 
said he would support Simon after 
Simon promised to crack down 
on illegal immigration. 

This week, Savage called 
Schwarzenegger “a Democrat in 
Republican clothes.” 

The host said he was con¬ 
cerned that the actor would be too

with the disease. Those meetings 
can be pretty intense, he said.

“set up.” 

In an exclusive LGBT press in¬ 
terview with the Bay Area Reporter 
just after his MSNBC show began 
in March, Savage insisted he’s not 
antigay. The host and author 
added that he has many gay fans 
but they’re never mentioned be¬ 
cause of the media’s liberal bias. T

ction movie star Arnold 
Schwarzenegger’s entrance last week 
into the October 7 gubernatorial re¬ 
call election was a political shock wave that, 
by most accounts, surprised just about 
everyone. But it’s been just over a week in a 
highly compacted campaign and we have 
yet to hear Schwarzenegger’s views on any 
of the issues facing California, including his 
stance on gay rights. Schwarzenegger 
has become the instant front-run- , 

ner in the recall race and so must ^ w 
be taken seriously. While it has 
been reported widely that he is a 
moderate Republican, he has been ** 

running a campaign that, so far, has 
consisted of making the rounds of morn¬ 
ing television shows. Of course, 
Schwarzenegger announced 
his intention to replace embat¬ 
tled Democratic Governor 
Gray Davis on The Tonight 
Show , so we’re not surprised by his early 
moves. 

Since he has never held elective office be¬ 
fore, Schwarzenegger has no legislative 
record, and his political endeavors have 
been limited primarily to his sponsorship 
and support of a ballot measure creating 
after school programs for kids. While the 
measure passed last year, it significantly did 
not contain a plan to fund the programs it 
sought to establish. With the state’s still-dire 
budget mess, Schwarzenegger’s initiative 
seems more like an empty feel-good mea¬ 
sure rather than substantive change for Cal¬ 
ifornia’s school children. 

There are details about Schwarzenegger’s 
political life that have emerged since he an¬ 
nounced his candidacy, and for the most 
part, they are troublesome. Even more 
problematic is the fact that Schwarzenegger 
has refrained from defending several aspects 
of his political past: 

• Schwarzenegger voted for Proposition 
187, which would have denied government 
services to illegal immigrants in California. 
The initiative was approved by voters but 
thrown out by the courts. Last week during 



his campaign announcement, Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger made much of the fact that he arrived in 
this country decades ago as a near-penniless 
immigrant from Austria; now it comes to 
light that he voted for a law that would have 
hurt other immigrants. Immigration re¬ 
mains a politically explosive issue for the 
state’s Latino voters, many of whom still dis¬ 
like former Governor Pete Wilson, who 
championed Proposition 187. Does 
Schwarzenegger feel that it’s acceptable 
to target immigrants by divisive ballot 
measures? We don’t know, because 
the actor won’t say. Interestingly, 
Schwarzenegger’s campaign is stacked 
with former aides to Wilson, and the 
ex-governor himself is a campaign 
co-chairman. Those develop¬ 
ments bother us. 

• Schwarzenegger failed to 
vote in five of the past 11 
statewide elections, according 
to a report this week in the San Francisco 
Chronicle. Aides have reportedly said that he 
had requested and apparently received ab¬ 
sentee ballots on four of those occasions; 
they are investigating the matter. Someone 
who aspires to the highest office in the state 
should have a consistent and regular voting 
history. 

But it’s Schwarzenegger’s refusal (so far) 
to engage in a substantive discussion of is¬ 
sues that is beginning to wear thin. He can’t 
go around quoting his memorable movie 
lines (“I’ll be back,” and “Hasta la vista, 
baby”) from now until October 7. While his 
entry into the recall race may galvanize 
some voters, we think Californians are far 
smarter than to be lulled to the polls by a 
Hollywood heavyweight who offers no clear 
plan for running the state. 

Then there is the gay rights matter. We 
know Davis has supported the LGBT com¬ 
munity. He signed the law creating the 
statewide domestic partner registry a few 
years ago and signed a bill expanding those 
rights. Right now, AB205, which would 
greatly expand domestic partner rights for 
registered couples, is making its way

through the state Senate and is likely to pass, 
meaning Davis could sign that bill before 
the recall. Earlier this month he signed a 
gender nondiscrimination law that includes 
gender identity protections, a marked de¬ 
parture from previous years when the gov¬ 
ernor has vetoed similar legislation. 

We don’t know what a Governor 
Schwarzenegger would do with legislation 
that grants gays and lesbians equal rights. 
He made one published comment about 
gays in an old Cosmopolitan interview in 
which he said, “I have no sexual standards 
in my head that say ‘this is good’ or ‘this is 
bad.’ ‘Homosexual’ - that only means to me 
that he enjoys sex with a man and I enjoy 
sex with a woman. It’s all legitimate to me.” 

We need more than that from a gover¬ 
nor. We need to know that if Schwarzeneg¬ 
ger is a serious candidate, that he won’t be 
drawn in to the conservative wing of the 
state Republican Party, known for its blatant 
gay-baiting and homophobia. We need a 
governor who realizes that gays and lesbians 
deserve equal rights. The gay marriage issue 
has been boiling all summer, and the reli¬ 
gious right is resorting increasingly to fear 
in its attacks on us. With his star power, 
Schwarzenegger could help put an end to 
such virulent attacks on our community. He 
could raise the debate to a more respectful 
level; and, if he is truly gay-friendly and in¬ 
dependent of partisan mudslinging, that 
could go a long way. T 


At the crossroads

i uring the 1970s, Harvey Milk ran for 
office three times. People inside and 
outside of the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity told him that he could not win.po- 
litical office running as a openly gay man. 
The gay and lesbian political clubs even en¬ 
dorsed straight candidates over him, argu¬ 
ing that these candidates would be our al¬ 
lies and would more successfully push for 
our rights than we could ourselves. In 1977, 
Harvey Milk and his supporters formed the 
San Francisco Gay Democratic Club which 
would be the first gay Democratic club with 
gay in its name and the first to endorse a gay 
candidate for elected office. To our great for¬ 
tune, Harvey was right and finally he won 
election in 1978. An “avowed homosexual” 
can be elected to office in San Francisco. 

In 1978, Harvey Milk, along with Mayor 
George Moscone, was assassinated by for¬ 
mer Supervisor Dan White. That year, the 
SF Gay Democratic Club was re-named to 
become the Harvey Milk Democratic club 
in honor of Harvey. Twenty-five years later 
there are still some who argue that we can’t 
elect an LGBT person as mayor. Some have 
even gone so far as to say it may be too soon. 
Others argue that we have advanced so far 
in our cause that it doesn’t matter anymore 
if we elect an LGBT mayor. 

In our opinion, it is more important that 
ever to elect an LGBT mayor. 

President Bush’s proposed ban on gay 
marriage is yet another grim reminder that 
homophobia is as potent a threat as ever. 
While the dramatic Supreme Court ruling 
Lawrence and Garner v. Texas affirmed the 
civil rights of LGBT folk, it also poured 
rocket fuel on the national movement to put 


gays back into the closet. The backlash is led 
by the same ultra-homophobic conserva¬ 
tives who have also captured the federal 
government and appear to be steering the 
nation to disaster. The future of our country 
is uncertain and some of the possibilities are 
truly frightening. 

In contrast, the progress of gays and les¬ 
bians in San Francisco’s city government has 
been so dramatic that there are moments 
when we take for granted the election of 
LGBT candidates. The progress is such 
that some in our community may 
now feel that even the election of an 
LGBT mayor is no longer a priority. 

They could not be more wrong. 

Now, more than ever, we need 
as many fearless voices for the 
LGBT community as we 
can muster. The office of 
mayor in San Francisco is 
one of the nation’s bully 
pulpits, and we need a mayor who will chal¬ 
lenge the hatred spewed forth by the lead¬ 
ers of Republican Party, a mayor who can 
call out the hypocrisy of our national lead¬ 
ers. We need a mayor who has the intelli¬ 
gence, the experience, and the passion of a 
champion. We need an LGBT mayor. 

In this light, the members of the club are 
particularly proud that the Harvey Milk 
LGBT Democratic Club has recognized the 
importance of the upcoming election and 
has strongly endorsed Tom Ammiano as the 
best choice for mayor. This election presents 
us with very clear choices. And, alone 
among the candidates, Tom stands out as 
the champion the community needs. From 
his early days when he fought to come out 
of the closet as a public school teacher to his 
victory in securing San Francisco’s land¬ 
mark domestic partners law to his recent 
battles against police corruption and ho¬ 
mophobia, over and over again the mem¬ 
bers expressed that they think Tom Ammi¬ 



ano is a battle tested veteran with the record 
of a winner. 

The city charter for San Francisco man¬ 
dates that this year’s election for mayor be 
held using the instant runoff format which 
calls upon voters to list their first, second, 
and third choice for mayor. In the spirit of 
promoting instant runoff voting, the Har¬ 
vey Milk Club also considered all the candi¬ 
dates for selection as the club’s number two 
choice for mayor, and the club has endorsed 
Susan Leal as our second choice for mayor. 
Susan Leal, the city’s treasurer, is a strong 
and consistent supporter of the 
LGBT community and has 
KS worked for several years as an 
' ** * out lesbian elected official. 

The club also closely consid¬ 
ered other candidacies for 
endorsement as our third 
choice for mayor. And 
while the members recog¬ 
nized that these candidates have been at 
times friendly to the LGBT community, they 
stated during discussions that these other 
candidates could not serve as the champion 
we sorely need. In the past, there were times 
when these candidates were missing in ac¬ 
tion or actively opposed the interests of our 
community. The Harvey Milk club offers no 
endorsement of any candidate as the third 
choice for mayor. 

San Francisco has always been at the cen¬ 
ter of the national fight for LGBT rights, and 
the next mayor of San Francisco will have a 
critically important opportunity to help 
lead the fight. The direction of the whole 
nation is bitterly contested, and the fate of 
our community may well rest in how that 
contest is decided. Right now, we need 
nothing less than a champion for mayor. ▼

As for the stage settings, I live right on the corner 
of Castro and 19th on the residential side, where one 
of the stages will be set up. Even though Halloween 
will be on a Friday night this year, my partner and I 
both have to be up early.

Where is the respect for those of us 
who have hours to keep? 

I have few suggestions. Move the stage 
further down Castro in the business sec¬ 
tion away from the residential side of 19th 
and Castro, and in future years when 
Halloween falls during the weekday, the 
celebration should be moved to the Fri¬ 
day or Saturday, either before or after 
that weekday.

Why I don’t care 
about Dick Gephardt’s 
lesbian daughter

et’s face it: The national De¬ 
mocratic Party is a mess. The 
glut of presidential candi¬ 
dates - many seemingly indistin¬ 
guishable from each other and a 
couple who might as well be Re¬ 
publican - has a lot of us feeling 
angry, frustrated, and politically 
voiceless.

For example, you undoubtedly 
know that Howard Dean signed 
Vermont’s historic civil unions 
biHrbut you probably don’t know 
that he supports gun rights and 
the death penalty, issues of great 
concern to many progressives. I 
bet you’ve also heard that Dick 
Gephardt has a lesbian daughter; 
but you might not know that he 
has a detailed plan for universal 
health care, one he argues will 
help boost the economy. 

Of course, the fact that many 
Americans, gay and straight, don’t 
know the Democrats’ positions on 
such important domestic issues 
has a lot to do with what the 
media chooses to cover. Much of 
what we read and hear about the 
candidates is how many millions 
of campaign dollars they’ve been 
able to rake in. Indeed, fundrais¬ 


ing appears to be a primary qual¬ 
ification for the country’s top job 
- almost as if the candidates are 
applying to be a not-for-profit de¬ 
velopment director, not the head 
of state of the most powerful na¬ 
tion in the world. 

But there’s also the question of 
what the candidates choose to 
stress about themselves when 
given a national platform. I guess 
Gephardt hasn’t had time to ad¬ 
vocate for his healthcare 
plan, which actually might 
appeal to many Americans, 
because he’s been too busy 
blasting Bush over the ad¬ 
ministration’s Iraq policy. 
Gripping headlines on 
Gephardt’s Web site 
read “Bush Has Left 
Us Unsafe” and 
“Gephardt 
Attacks Bush 
Foreign Poli¬ 
cy as ‘Machis¬ 
mo.’” In fact, I agree with both of 
those positions. But since the con¬ 
gressman voted for the war in the 
first place, his emphasis on its fail¬ 
ure simply makes him look to the 
public like a political opportunist 
without any ideas. 

Amazingly, even after the dev¬ 
astating 2002 midterm elections 
and the Democratic leadership’s 
promise to learn from the mis¬ 
takes made then, the national 
party has not figured out that ob¬ 
scuring traditional Democratic 
positions on issues like the econo¬ 
my and health care is a losing 
strategy. Indeed, it’s an approach 
that has either confused or alien¬ 
ated a large number of potential 
voters, who probably don’t see a 
reason to switch from Bush to 
someone pretty much like him. 
Interestingly, the Republicans’ re¬ 
cent position on prescription 
drugs seems to suggest that em¬ 
bracing Democratic issues may, in 
fact, be a winning strategy. 

Among the many things at 
stake in the 2004 election is the ap¬ 
pointment of federal judges and 
Supreme Court justices who have

been so crucial to the struggle for 
gay rights. But there are also a host 
of nongay reasons to care about 
what happens, like the lasting dam¬ 
age that may be done to the work¬ 
ing and middle classes if the Re¬ 
publicans continue pursuing their 
agenda of economic “reform.” 

Concerned lesbian and gay 
progressives should be making 
clear to the party that our con¬ 
cerns aren’t just with issues like 
same-sex marriage, but also 
with the Democrats’ seem¬ 
ingly aimless path. There 
are a number of openly gay 
officials at the Democratic Na¬ 
tional Committee (www.de- 
mocrats.org) - Treasurer 
Andrew Tobias, Gay and 
Lesbian Leadership 
Council Director Lila 

_ Gracey, and 

Gay and Les¬ 
bian Outreach 
Director Eric J. 
Stern - who should be hearing 
that we want (and will financially 
support) a candidate who’s not 
afraid to run openly as a tradi¬ 
tional Democrat. 

And we need to get over our 
anger with the Democrats and be¬ 
come pro-active - participating in 
local party precincts, where much 
of the nitty-gritty work takes 
place, and aspiring to become del¬ 
egates to the national convention. 
We can also take an active part in 
the Stonewall Democrats 
(www.stonewalldemocrats.org), 
the national organization of gay 
party members with chapters 
around the country, and press for 
the group to pay as much atten¬ 
tion to party reform as they do to 
the word “Stonewall” in their 
name. ▼

if his year’s North American 
Conference on Bisexuality 
. will take place August 21 -24 
in San Diego. 

“This conference will be the 
largest gathering of people inter¬ 
ested in bisexuality in the world 
this year,” said NACB co-chair 
Richard Woulfe.

rector Joan Garry, transgender ac¬ 
tivist Gina Lance, International 
Gay and Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission advisory board 
member Gloria Careage Perez, bi 
activists Robyn Ochs and Colin 
Upright, and Dr. Martin Wein¬ 
berg, author of Dual Attraction. 

The conference will feature 
nearly 70 workshops and panel 
discussions covering topic areas 
such as activism, health, gender is¬ 
sues, research, relationships and 
family, arts and culture, sex, and 


spirituality. 

Entertainers will include bisex¬ 
ual singer-songwriter Skott Freed¬ 
man (winner of this year’s 
Stonewall Society Pride in the Arts 
Award), comedian Rob Yaeger, 
and musicians Magdalen Hsu-Li 
and Nicole Kristal.

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CA Demos rally around 
Cruz Bustamante

he California Democratic 
I Party’s “Gray Davis or bust” 
strategy on the recall went 
out the window last week with the 
entry of Lieutenant Governor 
Cruz Bustamante, who quickly 
became the party’s backup candi¬ 
date in the event - as early polls 
indicate - California voters decide 
to dump the embattled Governor 
Davis on October 7.

While California Democratic 
Party leaders still view this entire 
recall effort as a Republican-dri¬ 
ven plot to take over a governor’s 
seat they couldn’t win only nine 
months ago, they will urge a no 
vote on the recall, but see Busta¬ 
mante as the best candidate on the 
ticket in the event Davis doesn’t 
survive the first part of the ballot. 

Prominent Democratic Party 
leaders, reportedly led by U.S. 
Senator Dianne Feinstein (Cali¬ 
fornia) and House Minority 
Leader Nancy Pelosi (D-San 
Francisco), urged other Democra¬ 
tic contenders to either stay out or 
drop out of the race, so state In¬ 
surance Commissioner John 
Garamendi apparently suc¬ 
cumbed to party pressure and 
withdrew only hours before the 
Saturday filing deadline, leaving 
the Democrats with only one 
major candidate - Bustamante - 
as their backup in the hopes of 
keeping control of the Statehouse. 

Garamendi, though a well- 
known name, clearly did not fit 
the candidate the Democrats 
needed most with a solid con¬ 
stituency who would campaign 
against the recall but still have a 
strong political base in the event 
Davis is recalled. Bustamante and 
his Latino following seem to meet 
that criteria. 

Once Feinstein opened up the 
political floodgates by taking her¬ 
self out of the race, Democrats 
needed to quickly find a consen¬ 
sus candidate, since under state 
law Davis’s name cannot appear 
on the ballot, and Bustamante 
seemed to fit the bill. Bustamante, 
who said he called Davis before¬ 
hand and informed him of his de¬ 
cision to run, said that Davis 
replied that, “These are unconven¬ 
tional times and I hope you gen¬ 
erate a tremendous number of 
folks to come out to the polls.” 
Bustamante reportedly assured 
Davis that the slogan of his short 
campaign would be “Vote ‘No’ on 
the recall; ‘Yes’ on Bustamante.” A 
spokesperson for the Davis camp 
told reporters that the Davis cam¬ 
paign does indeed feel that anoth¬ 
er Democratic candidate such as 
Bustamante might bring people to 
the polls, and the Davis people are 
obviously hoping these people 


will vote no on the recall. 

Meanwhile, as Secretary of 
State Kevin Shelley’s office 
scrambled this week to certify 
nearly 200 gubernatorial candi¬ 
dates, the political circus that 
seemingly could happen only in 
California is on, and a three-ring 
one it is. Political theater at its 
weirdest. Does Arnold 
Schwarzenegger really think he 
can get through the next 55 days 
repeating one-liners like “Hasta la 
vista, baby”? Does anyone really 
want to listen to a debate (spare 
us) between Arianna Huffington 
and Arnold? Will Jesse Ventura 
come to California to campaign 
for Larry Flynt or bill¬ 
board pinup Angelyne? 

Better get used to it, folks. 

This is California, land of 
the recall, home of he 
crazy, and the state that 
practices its politics 
with a loose screw. 

One thing is 
for sure, this 
recall election 
will reshape the 
national political landscape for 
2004. If the polls continue to show 
doom for Davis, a new governor 
will be in place in Sacramento 
within three months. Republicans 
feel that Schwarzenegger, whether 
he wins or not, will lure new vot¬ 
ers to their party, increasing the 
odds that President George W. 
Bush can carry the state next year. 
This unprecedented campaign 
could also cause blocs of voters to 
shift their loyalties from one party 
to another. California has 55 Elec¬ 
toral College votes, 20 percent of 
the 270 needed to win the presi¬ 
dency. In 2000, Bush lost the state 
to Democrat Al Gore, 54 percent 
to 42 percent. 

Naturally, the white House and 
the Bush re-election campaign in¬ 
sist they are not at all involved in 
this recall election. Say what? This 
entire thing - from Representative 
Darrell Issa’s (R-Vista) writing 
the $2 million check to force this 
election right down to his pitiful¬ 
ly tearful withdrawal from the 
race - was orchestrated by Karl 
Rove and his White House opera¬ 
tives. 

There is no question that 
strategists in both major parties 
are already looking beyond the 
October 7 vote to measure its ef¬ 
fect on the 2004 presidential race.

Clintock (R-Thousand Oaks), 
former baseball commissioner 
Peter Ueberroth, etc. For the 
Democrats to emerge victorious 
on October 7 it will have to be: No 
on the recall, yes on Bustamante, 
because frankly, I see no way 
Davis can survive this thing on his 
own.

governor for “all Californians.” 

Bissiri said that Log Cabin Re¬ 
publican officials look forward to 
meeting with Schwarzenegger’s 
campaign. He also pointed out 
that the actor is “political bedfel¬ 
lows” with former Los Angeles 
Mayor Richard Riordan, who is a 
moderate. 

Geoff Kors, executive director 
of Equality California, a statewide 
LGBT lobbying group, told the 
B.A.R. that the organization’s ex¬ 
ecutive board is expected to meet 
this weekend to discuss the recall. 
Equality California officially came 
out against the recall last month, 
as did the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign, and the Elections Commit¬ 


tee of the County of Orange, an 
LGBT political group in Southern 
California. 

Kors pointed out that so far, 
Schwarzenegger hasn’t talked 
about his plans for governing the 
largest state in the union. 

“I think a lot of people are 
waiting to see what he says about 
the issues,” Kors said. “He was 
asked about same-sex marriage 
and refused to answer.” 

Kors and Mark Mead, 
spokesman for the national Log 
Cabin Republicans, both said they 
want to know whether 
Schwarzenegger is supportive of 
the three remaining LGBT bills in 
the Legislature. 

Davis recently signed a gender 
nondiscrimination bill but the 
other LGBT bills are at various 
stages in the legislative process. 


Mead added that an interesting 
aspect of the recall is how right- 
wing homophobe the Reverend 
Lou Sheldon, head of the Tradi¬ 
tional Values Coalition, quickly 
denounced Schwarzenegger as not 
conservative enough. 

“The right wing is clearly in a 
panic mode,” Mead said. 

Conservative Republicans who 
have qualified for the recall in¬ 
clude Bill Simon, who lost to 
Davis last November, and state 
Senator Tom McClintock, who re¬ 
ceived the endorsement of the 
California Republican Assembly. 

“That’s a blow to Simon,” Bis¬ 
siri said of CRA’s endorsement. 

As for Davis, an openly gay 
aide told the B.A.R. last week that 
the governor is working to bring 
people together around the issues 
of gay and lesbian inclusion. ▼

chest. Correa was then stabbed a 
second time; she fired her pistol 
twice but missed her assailant. 

Deputy Chief Mindy Pengel, 
the department’s highest ranking 
gay or lesbian officer, told the 
B.A.R. Tuesday afternoon that 
both Militello and Correa were 
“doing very well.” 

“They did a brilliant job,” Pen- 
gel said. “They got help, they kept 
people back - they really respond¬ 
ed well under life-threatening cir¬ 
cumstances.” 

Pengel said that Militello got 


on her cell phone to call for help 
after being stabbed. She credited 
the quick response of police and 
paramedics and the trauma unit 
at SFGH in providing medical 
help to the officers. 

Community members were 
quick to offer support to the officers. 

“Lea Militello and Pat Correa 
have been in the front lines of the 
SFPD for all the years I’ve known 
them,” said community organizer 
Edward Goehring. “Through ef¬ 
forts like the Pride Alliance, 
they’ve been leaders in making the 
San Francisco Police Department 
more diverse, more reflective of 
the communities it serves. As po¬ 
lice officers, they’ve been leaders 


in showing that LGBT officers can 
ably fulfill any function in the po¬ 
lice department. They’ve also 
done a great deal to create bridges 
between the SFPD and citizens 
who ‘traditionally’ mistrust cops. 

“I’m extremely happy that Lea 
and Pat survived their trip to Daly 
City - so often we only think 
about people’s contributions after 
they’re gone. Instead, this time we 
can thank these two dedicated in¬ 
spectors personally. And they de¬ 
serve one hell of a thank-you from 
all San Franciscans for their com¬ 
munity efforts, for their police 
work, for putting their lives on the 
line to serve and protect us,” 
Goehring added. ▼

that the church has marginalized 
our relationships as having less 
value than other relationships,” 
said Shellooe, 43, a pharmacist. 
“This is a way to honor couples 
who are in long-term relation¬ 
ships, to bless and support them.” 

The event capped a cathartic 
four-day conference for about 300 
members of DignityUSA, the na¬ 
tional gay and lesbian Catholic or¬ 
ganization that has found itself at 
the center of a series of major con¬ 
troversies in the two years since 
the last gathering. 

From the priest sex-abuse 
scandals of 2002 that the Vatican 
has partly blamed on the existence 
of gay clerics to Rome’s antigay 
marriage pronouncements last 
month, these have been such be¬ 
leaguering times that even Digni- 
tyUSA’s executive director says she 
struggled with whether to stay in 
the faith. 

“It’s been the first time in my 
life I have seriously asked the 
questions, ‘Could I remain a 
Catholic? Can we make it a church 
I want to raise my daughter in?”’ 
said Marianne Duddy, 42, of 
Boston, who stepped down as 
Dignity’s executive director on 
Monday to focus on raising her 
child. “But I don’t want to be 
forced out, I don’t want to be dri¬ 
ven out. It is a faith that has been 
handed down to me through the 
generations. I don’t^know how I 
could ever get away from that.” 

Duddy’s despair reflects that of 
many gay Catholics across the na¬ 
tion. Andrew Sullivan, the neo¬ 
conservative author and Internet 
diarist, has spent recent weeks 
chronicling his own torment over 
whether to remain a Catholic 
amid the Vatican pronounce¬ 
ments. 

“This debate is not an abstract 
one for me or for many others,” 
Sullivan wrote on his Web site last 
week. “Our very integrity as 
human beings and equality as cit¬ 
izens is being weighed in the bal¬ 
ance by others with enormous 


power over us.... It’s hard to de¬ 
scribe the agony gay Catholics are 
now in; and I’m facing a pretty 
major life-decision.” 

Rome issued a 12-page edict 
on July 31 titled “Considerations 
Regarding Proposals to Give Legal 
Recognition to Unions Between 
Homosexual Persons,” that at¬ 
tacked the growing worldwide 
movement toward legalizing 
same-sex marriage and warned 
Catholic politicians around the 
world that supporting legislation 
that recognizes gay couples would 
be “gravely immoral.” 

Ire over that document seeped 
into several proceedings at the Las 
Vegas conference. In his opening 
remarks last Thursday evening, 
DignityUSA President Patrick 
McArron of San Diego railed 
against the “elite old-boy’s club” in 
Rome who had committed acts of 
“spiritual terrorism” against ho¬ 
mosexuals and others, McArron 
then tried to turn to a positive 
note by insisting that “tonight is 
not about anger, it’s about cele¬ 
bration,”' but then quickly re¬ 
sumed his fighting tone. 

“We have much to celebrate in 
the face of this adversity,” McAr¬ 
ron, 56, told the audience. “We 
have each other to love and, by 
God, we have as much right as 
anyone else to express that love for 
each other emotionally and spiri¬ 
tually. In fact, we have a right to all 
seven sacraments.” 

The organization echoed this 
in a new position paper written 
last weekend that rejects the Vati¬ 
can statement and concludes: 
“The love that brings and binds 
two people of the same, or oppo¬ 
site, sex together has a divine 
source. It is therefore sacramental 
in nature and should be celebrat¬ 
ed as such by our Church.” 

Still, many in attendance are 
bracing for the backlash against 
gay rights strides predicted by Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
Executive Director Matt Foreman 
in a luncheon speech on Saturday. 
Foreman expressed fear that the 
recent U.S. Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion decriminalizing sodomy and 
the raging gay marriage debate is 


enraging antigay forces, as proved 
by the Vatican statement. 

“We’ve had this extraordinary, 
unprecedented, and in my mind, 
terrifying, confluence of events in 
the past nine weeks something of 
the likes our community has 
never seen,” Foreman said. “We all 
have to admit we’re at a time of 
crisis and peril.” 

While the controversies have 
disheartened many, they also helped 
DignityUSA grow in a burst. Mem¬ 
bership is up to about 3,000 people 
from 2,400 at the start of 2002, a 25 
percent increase in 19 months that 
Duddy attributes to frequent na¬ 
tional media appearances by herself 
to discuss and counter claims from 
Rome that the sex-abuse scandals 
provided evidence of the dangers of 
homosexuality. 

The same-sex couple blessing 
isn’t the only portion of the week¬ 
end program bound to raise the 
ire of Catholic traditionalists. A 
full Mass was said on Saturday by 
the Reverend John Crepeau, an 
ordained priest from San Diego 
who has been on leave for 10 
years. The Catholic Church pro¬ 
hibits Masses said for groups it 
does not recognize; DignityUSA 
has been prohibited by papal edict 
from recognition since 1986. The 
San Jose chapter uses Chapel of St. 
Martin of Tours Church in San 
Jose and the San Francisco chap¬ 
ter uses the Seventh Avenue Pres¬ 
byterian Church in San Francisco 
for their weekly liturgies. 

Despite the problems, atten¬ 
dees insisted the church laity are 
starting to see that the hierarchy is 
wrong on homosexuality. Plus, 
not everything the church does is 
offensive, said Mike Cook, 51, of 
Skokie, Illinois. 

“There are some things that 
come from the church I do agree 
with, including its opposition to the 
war in Iraq and to the death penal¬ 
ty,” said Cook, who works as a hos¬ 
pital bookkeeper. “It’s important 
not to leave.

Stereotypical 
merchandise: When 
does it cross the line?

S ometimes stereotypical 
characters are funny. But 
other times the characters 
can be downright offensive, which 
is why, when Bob Nelson encoun¬ 
tered the Trash Talkers dolls at the 
Castro Street store Does Your Fa¬ 
ther Know, he became concerned. 

Trash Talkers are plush dolls 
dressed in over-the-top clothing 
to represent their characters: an 
African American man, an Asian 
man, an Indian man, a white gay 
man, a white leather daddy (as 
sold at Does Your Mother Know 
on 18th Street), a white trash 
couch potato, and presumably, a 
Jewish American princess. 

Smack them in the head to 
hear them talk, and “Mr. Patel,” 
the Indian doll, will exclaim in his 
accent, “I am needing to have sex 
with you now,” among other 
phrases. “Pimp Daddy,” the 
African American doll, will 
scream, “Ooww!!! You got some 
nice ass titties, bitch!” The Asian 
“Lee Chan” exclaims, “Ohhhhhh 
... me stay hard long time.” And 
“Marshall,” the white gay man, 
will whine, “Heyyy! Not so rough 

Nelson, who only encountered

the Asian doll, said he found the 
merchandise extremely offensive. 

“The whole idea of promoting 
stereotypes and having dolls that 
you have to hit in the head... is ab¬ 
solutely appalling,” said Nelson. 
“Our community has suffered a 
tremendous amount as it is from 
stereotypes and misunderstand¬ 
ing, and to promote this kind of 
thing as humor is very sad.” 

Nelson said that he would have 


- been just as offended by the white 
gay male doll, had he seen it. 

But others pointed out that in 
a neighborhood traditionally wel¬ 
coming to white gay men, the 
merchandise could have a greater 
negative impact on people of 
color. 

The fact that such stereotypical

INDICATIONS AND USAGE 

AndroGel® is indicated for replacement therapy in males for 
conditions associated with a deficiency or absence of endogenous 
testosterone: 

1. Primary hypogonadism (congenital or acquired) - testicular failure 
due to cryptorchidism, bilateral torsion, orchitis, vanishing testis 
syndrome, orchiectomy, Klinefelter's syndrome, chemotherapy, or 
toxic damage from alcohol or heavy metals. These men usually 
have low serum testosterone levels and gonadotropins (FSH, LH) 
above the normal range. 

2. Hypogonadotropic hypogonadism (congenital or acquired) - 
idiopathic gonadotropin or luteinizing hormone-releasing hormone 
(LHRH) deficiency or pituitary-hypothalamic injury from tumors, 
trauma, or radiation.

CONTRAINDICATIONS 

Androgens are contraindicated in men with carcinoma of the breast 
or known or suspected carcinoma of the prostate. AndroGel® is not 
indicated for use in women, has not been evaluated in women, and 
must not be used in women. Pregnant women should avoid skin 
contact with AndroGel® application sites in men. Testosterone may 
cause fetal harm. In the event that unwashed or unclothed skin to 
which AndroGel® has been applied does come in direct contact with 
the skin of a pregnant woman, the general area of contact on the 
woman should be washed with soap and water as soon as possible. 
In vitro studies show that residual testosterone is removed from 
the skin surface by washing with soap and water. AndroGel® should 
not be used in patients with known hypersensitivity to any of its 
ingredients, including testosterone USP that is chemically synthesized 
from soy. 

WARNINGS 

1. Prolonged use of high doses of orally active 17-alpha-alkyl 
androgens (e.g., methyltestosterone) has been associated with 
serious hepatic adverse effects (peliosis hepatis, hepatic 
neoplasms, cholestatic hepatitis, and jaundice). Peliosis hepatis - 
can be a life-threatening or fatal complication. Long-term 
therapy with testosterone enanthate, which elevates blood levels 
for prolonged periods, has produced multiple hepatic adenomas.

Advise patients to carefully read the information brochure that 
accompanies each carton of 30 AndroGel® single-use packets. 


Advise patients of the following: 

• AndroGel® should not be applied to the scrotum. 

• AndroGel® should be applied once daily to clean dry skin. 

• After application of AndroGel®, it is currently unknown for how 
long showering or swimming should be delayed. For optimal 
absorption of testosterone, it appears reasonable to wait at least 
5-6 hours after application prior to showering or swimming. 
Nevertheless, showering or swimming after just 1 hour should 
have a minimal effect on the amount of AndroGel® absorbed if 
done very infrequently. 

• Since gels are flammable, avoid fire, flame or smoking during use. 
Laboratory Tests 

1. Hemoglobin and hematocrit levels should be checked periodically 
(to detect polycythemia) in patients on long-term androgen therapy. 

2. Liver function, prostatic specific antigen, cholesterol, and high- 
density lipoprotein should be checked periodically. 

3. To ensure proper dosing, serum testosterone concentrations 
should be measured (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION). 

Drug Interactions 

Oxyphenbutazone: Concurrent administration of oxyphenbutazone 
and androgens may result in elevated serum levels of 
oxyphenbutazone. 

Insulin: In diabetic patients, the metabolic effects of androgens 
may decrease blood glucose and, therefore, insulin requirements. 
Propranolol: In a published pharmacokinetic study of an injectable 
testosterone product, administration of testosterone cypionate 
led to an increased clearance of propranolol in the majority of 
men tested. 

Corticosteroids: The concurrent administration of testosterone with 
ACTH or corticosteroids may enhance edema formation; thus, these 
drugs should be administered cautiously, particularly in patients 
with cardiac or hepatic disease. 

Druo/Laboratorv Test Interactions 

Androgens may decrease levels of thyroxin-binding globulin, resulting 
in decreased total T4 serum levels and increased resin uptake of T3 
and T4. Free thyroid hormone levels remain unchanged, however, 
and there is no clinical evidence of thyroid dysfunction.

The following adverse events possibly related to the use of AndroGel® 
occurred in fewer than 1% of patients: amnesia, anxiety, discolored 
hair, dizziness, dry skin, hirsutism, hostility, impaired urination, 
paresthesia, penis disorder, peripheral edema, sweating, and 
vasodilation. 

In this clinical trial of AndroGel®, skin reactions at the site of 
application were occasionally reported with AndroGel®, but none 
was severe enough to require treatment or discontinuation of drug. 
Six (4%) patients in this trial had adverse events that led to 
discontinuation of AndroGel®. These events included the following: 
cerebral hemorrhage, convulsion (neither of which were considered 
related to AndroGel® administration), depression, sadness, memory 
loss, elevated prostate specific antigen and hypertension. No AndroGel® 
patients discontinued due to skin reactions. 

In an uncontrolled pharmacokinetic study of 10 patients, two had 
adverse events associated with AndroGel®; these were asthenia and 
depression in one patient and increased libido and hyperkinesia in 
the other. Among 17 patients in foreign clinical studies there was 
1 instance each of acne, erythema and benign prostate adenoma 
associated with a 2.5% testosterone gel formulation applied dermally. 
One hundred six (106) patients have received AndroGel® for up to 
12 months in a long-term follow-up study for patients who completed 
the controlled clinical trial. The preliminary safety results from this 
study are consistent with those reported for the controlled clinical 
trial. Table 2 summarizes those adverse events possibly, probably or 
definitely related to the use of AndroGel® and reported by at least 
1% of the total number of patients during long-term exposure to 
AndroGel'.

Lab test abnormal occurred in nine patients with one or more 
of the following events: elevated hemoglobin or hematocrit, 
hyperlipidemia, elevated triglycerides, hypokalemia, decreased 
HDL, elevated glucose, elevated creatinine, or elevated total 
bilirubin.

DRUG ABUSE AND DEPENDENCE 

AndroGel” contains testosterone, a Schedule III controlled substance 
as defined by the Anabolic Steroids Control Act. Oral ingestion of 
AndroGel 8 will not result in clinically significant serum testosterone 
concentrations due to extensive first-pass metabolism. 

OVERDOSAGE 

There is one report of acute overdosage by injection of 
testosterone enanthate: testosterone levels of up to 11,400 ng/dL 
were implicated in a cerebrovascular accident. 

DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION 

The recommended starting dose of AndroGel® 1% is 5 g delivering 
5 mg of testosterone systemically, applied once daily (preferably in 
the morning) to clean, dry, intact skin of the shoulders and upper 
arms and/or abdomen. Upon opening the packet(s), the entire 
contents should be squeezed into the palm of the hand and 
immediately applied to the application sites. Alternately, patients 
may squeeze a portion of the gel from the packet into the palm 
of the hand and apply to application sites. Repeat until entire 
contents have been applied.

miano strong enough?’” 

Threet, while careful to point 
out that he does not believe Gon¬ 
zalez or his supporters are homo- 
phobic, nonetheless cannot disre¬ 
gard the history of homophobia 
in politics. 

“I don’t think people are nec¬ 
essarily homophobic, it’s just that 
there are these disturbing under¬ 
currents that I don’t think people 
are completely aware of. It comes 
down to: Can a gay candidate 
who is not ‘straight-acting’ beat 
the other guy? And Tom has al¬ 
ways been underestimated. He 
was supposed to get his ass kicked 
when he ran for president of the 
Board of Supervisors in 1998, 
and he overwhelmingly won 
that.” 

Gonzalez’s campaign manager, 
Enrique Pearle, himself a gay man, 
said this issue was raised during 
meetings with Gonzalez, and “at 
no point ... did it cross Matt’s 
mind that Tom can’t win because 
he is gay.” 

Pearle did acknowledge, how¬ 
ever, that there is a sense that Am- 
miano’s campaign is not coming 
together, and that Gonzalez is the 
candidate who can better “articu¬ 
late” a progressive message for San 
Francisco. Ammiano has long 


been singled out for his voice and 
mannerisms, and while that likely 
does not play a role in Gonzalez’s 
decision, it could play a role in 
voters’ decisions. 

“If that did factor in to their 
voting, we would be disgusted,” 
said Pearle, adding that Gonzalez’s 
entry into the race was in no way 
a move against Ammiano. 

Mark Sanchez, a Green Party 
member and openly gay commis¬ 
sioner of the San Francisco Board 
of Education, is also sticking with 
his endorsement of Ammiano. 

“Personally I’m going to keep 
my endorsement with Tom, but 
I’m not going to nay-say Matt, be¬ 
cause I think we’re blessed to have 
two really great candidates run¬ 
ning for mayor,” said Sanchez, 
whose own election to the school 
board in 2000 was helped by Am- 
miano’s endorsement. 

Gonzalez’s entry, said Sanchez, 
should serve as a “jump start” to 
the mayor’s race, and may help 
Ammiano by questioning New¬ 
som’s perceived sure-victory. 

“The whole mayoral campaign 
seemed like it had been a little 
lackluster, because the media has 
blacked out Ammiano’s campaign 
in favor of giving overexposure to 
Gavin Newsom,” said Sanchez. 
“Gonzalez has brought more 
media attention to other candi¬ 
dates and has some more people 
in the city talking about the race, 


which is always good.” 

Robert Haaland is transgender, 
a Democrat, current president of 
the Milk Club, and in the past has 
worked hard for Gonzalez’s cam¬ 
paigns. Haaland and the Milk 
Club are supporting Ammiano for 
mayor (and city Treasurer Susan 
Leal for second choice, should in¬ 
stant runoff voting be implement¬ 
ed by November). 

Haaland said he worries less 
about who Gonzalez will pull 
from the left, as “my understand¬ 
ing is he draws from a variety of 
different people: he would proba¬ 
bly take votes from Newsom, Leal, 
Angela, and Tom,” said Haaland, 
who nevertheless believes that 
Gonzalez’s entry into the mayoral 
race could have been handled bet¬ 
ter. 

“I think that as a candidate 
who is part of the left, it would 
have been more respectful to sort 
of give folks a heads up that he 
was planning on doing that,” said 
Haaland. 

Response from the Ammiano 
camp echoed earlier sentiment 
about splitting the progressive 
vote, particularly when Gonzalez’s 
campaign is perceived to not yet 
have the infrastructure necessary 
to win. Although Ammiano him¬ 
self was criticized for running in 
1999 despite a late entry that 
made winning an uphill battle and 
was ultimately unsuccessful,

surprise to Bernard Henderson, 
the organizer of California Black 
Pride. 

“People that market to and for 
us don’t take into account that 
what they could sell might be of¬ 
fensive. It’s about the almighty 
dollar,” said Henderson, who at 
press time had only heard a de¬ 
scription of the dolls and in gen¬ 
eral does not spend his time try¬ 
ing to educate store owners. “If I 
found those dolls to be offensive, I 
probably just wouldn’t spend my 
money in that store. I wouldn’t 
necessarily question them on their 
standards, I would just leave.” 

Vincent Baduel, chair of the 


Gay Asian Pacific Alliance, was an¬ 
gered last year by Abercrombie 
and Fitch’s racist images on T- 
shirts, but said he views a smaller 
company’s marketing of stereo¬ 
typical dolls less harmful. 

“It’s hard to draw the line; 
everybody has an idea of what is 
amusing and what is belittling. In 
general I would consider it free 
speech unless something would 
really directly endanger some¬ 
body,” said Baduel, who added, 
upon hearing the comments from 
the dolls, that he would probably 
deem the dolls to be “in poor 
taste. I would rather not have 
them in there.” 

David Arseneault, the manag¬ 
er of Does Your Father Know, just 
took over that position on Mon¬ 
day, August 11. Although he said 


he did not order the dolls and 
does not plan to re-order them - 
“They aren’t really big sellers” - he 
does not know of any controversy 
around the store carrying them. 

“They’re the last thing I ex¬ 
pected someone to complain 
about,” said Arseneault, who 
added that he can understand 
someone taking issue with what 
the dolls say. 

Arseneault was in the process 
of moving the dolls to the back of 
the store when the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter reached him by phone. 

“This store goes through con¬ 
troversy every once in a while,” he 
said. “These dolls sell for a while, 
and then go through periods 
where they don’t sell at all. When 
they’re gone, I think they’re going 
to be gone.” ▼

Hunter Cutting, Ammiano’s cam¬ 
paign manager, rejects the com¬ 
parison. 

“Tom was drafted ... tens of 
thousands of people wrote his 
name in,” Cutting said. “That’s the 
difference between Tom four years 
ago and Gonzalez now. 

“Even this time around, 10,000 
people signed petitions to get 
Tom’s name on the ballot,” said 
Cutting, noting that Gonzalez’s 
late decision meant the candidate 
filing fee was largely responsible 
for Gonzalez’s name appearing on 
the ballot. “It’s hard to see how 
Matt believes this is going to help 


the progressive community.” 

One factor that may have con¬ 
tributed to Gonzalez’s decision 
was the recent announcement 
that the San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Elections does not plan 
to implement instant runoff vot¬ 
ing for November, the method 
considered to be advantageous for 
progressives, particularly Ammi¬ 
ano. 

In the event of a regular runoff, 
said Pearle, progressives need the 
candidate who can beat Newsom 
one-on-one during the debates, 
and Gonzalez already has a histo¬ 
ry of that on the board. ▼

Gay general contractor 
talks of his trade

ueer Careers is a new col¬ 
umn dedicated to the ques- 
| tion: How does being queer 
(gay, lesbian, bisexual or transgen¬ 
der) affect the work we choose? 
Or more simply, how does who we 
do color what we do? I have three 
goals: 1) introduce you to happy 
and successful LGBT workers, 2) 
inspire you to pursue your own 
career dreams, and 3) challenge 
you to explore your particular 
queer identity beyond the con¬ 
fines of your underwear. 

Work is play with a purpose. 

Who: Cassius Ellis 
What: General contractor 
Where: San Francisco 

Q: What do you do for a living? 

A: I’m a licensed general con¬ 
tractor specializing in bathrooms 
and kitchens. 

That's sexy, does it help you get 
dates? 

Yeah, being a carpenter in the 
gay community ... it definitely 
helps me get dates. 

How did you get started? 

I was a musician in Santa Cruz 
and needed some extra money 
and started working with a con¬ 
tractor who was also a musician. I 
found him to be very homopho¬ 
bic - lots of locker room jokes and 


mimicking. I was just coming out 
and it was hard to hear. I was very 
uncomfortable. So after a while, I 
decided to move to San Francisco 
and found a full-time apprentice 
gig with this nice straight guy, who 
showed me the trade and didn’t 
give me any homophobic crap. 
After four or five years with him I 
took an exam with the state and 
became licensed. He signed off 
that I had worked as his appren¬ 
tice and journeyman and then - 
ta da - I became a general 
contractor. 

What's it like being 
gay in a macho set¬ 
ting? 

San Fran¬ 
cisco is a safe 
haven, espe¬ 
cially in the construction trades. 
Here, no matter how much of a 
macho pig you are, you’ve got ex¬ 
perience dealing with gay people. 
So it’s much less of an issue than 
elsewhere. Most people I work 
with know I’m gay and I don’t 
have to wear it on my sleeve. I’m 
just who I am and if somebody 
asks me, I tell them. If they don’t, 
I don’t. The only weird vibes I ever 
get in San Francisco are from sup¬ 
ply houses, not tradespeople out 
on the job. Sometimes the clerks 
and owners of the supply houses 
give me a little attitude. It’s a pret¬ 
ty macho world in there with all 
the competitive male energy. But 
in San Francisco that’s about it. 

Are most of your clients from 
GLBTQ land? 

The majority of my clients are 
gay but not all of them. Gay clients 
are more comfortable with me in 
their home because home is a safe 
place and when you’re remodel¬ 
ing, you’re going to have contrac¬ 
tors in your home. The last thing 
gay people want is to come home 
and have a bunch of homophobic 
jokes or laughing and making fun. 
You don’t want to feel uncomfort¬ 
able in your queer palace! When 
they figure out I’m gay, I sense lots 
of relief. 

What's it like working in straight 
peoples' homes? 

I actually feel safer coming out 
to straight clients because it elim¬ 
inates the whole sex issue - for 
theih and for me. Nobody gets 
pursued. I’m there to do a job. I’ve 
actually felt uncomfortable in 
straight client’s homes until it was 
clear that I was a big fag. I spend a 
lot of time with the wife and not 
so much with the guy. Most 
women feel more comfortable 
with gay men in their homes. It’s 


the hairdresser thing: women 
aren’t threatened by your sexuali¬ 
ty and men don’t feel the need to 
be competitive with the macho 
contractor. 

What do you like about the work? 

I like being meticulous and I 
like doing a good job for people. I 
don’t like working with 
clients who want it done 
cheaply. I like to do it 
well. For example, I did 
a kitchen about a year 
ago and this woman 
was at her wits’ end. She 
and her partner allowed me 
to do my job and do it really 
well. I remem¬ 
ber one day 
there was a little 
piece of trim 
that required 10 cuts and it took a 
while to do it. It was the kind of 
thing that I could have lopped off 
a piece of wood, caulked it up, and 
been done with it, but I ate up 
time and profit and did it right, 
not even thinking about it. But 
when they came home and saw it, 
they were thrilled with how pre¬ 
cise this one little piece of wood 
was. It felt really good to have 
somebody notice and appreciate 
the level of work I do. That’s how 
I like to work. 

What do you do when you're sick 
of it? 

One time, on a boring day, I 
mentioned to my apprentice that I 
missed teaching. [Ellis was a 
music teacher and has a degree 
from the prestigious Berklee Col¬ 
lege of Music in Boston.] And he 
said, “Well, you’re still teaching. 
You’re teaching us how to do this 
work.” In the middle of my bore¬ 
dom I realized that I had a pur¬ 
pose. I was giving someone skills 
so they could make their way in 
the world. He’s learning how to 
work methodically and see some¬ 
thing through, working through 
the fine points and being thor¬ 
ough and consistent. So he takes 
from me a broad variety of skills, 
not just swinging a hammer. It 
was very satisfying to hear that. 

What makes a good general con¬ 
tractor? 

Integrity, attention to detail, 
and honesty. It’s a work philoso¬ 
phy: follow things through and do 
them well. Without these basics, 
clients are going to have a disas¬ 
trous project. Either they’re going 
to get screwed (in a bad way) or 
the project is going to start falling 
apart in a few years or it will just 
look bad. And often they won’t

Memorial for Louis Williams today

celebration of the life of 
Louis Williams will be held 
today (Thursday, August 14) 
at 4 p.m. at Glide Memorial 
Church, 330 Ellis Street.

Gipson said that the service 
will end with a vigil march 
through the Tenderloin to reach 
out and call for peace and healing 
for those affected by violence in 
the Tenderloin.

Fitch, and other church staff 
members will take part in the ser¬ 
vice. ▼

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Catch the wave

ore than a thousand 
swimmers, water polo 
players, divers, and even 
synchronized swimmers will nav¬ 
igate highways and byways toward 
Palo Alto’s Stanford University 
next weekend for the annual In¬ 
ternational Gay & Lesbian Aquat¬ 
ics meet, hosted by San Francisco 
Tsunami. 

Casey Cheung, co-chair of 
1GLA ’03, plans on swimming in 
a couple of events between the 
gallons of duties organizing this 
large-scale meet. 

“Considering that this is the 
largest IGLA yet, things are going 
relatively smoothly,” he said. “We 
were worried about registration, 
and had concerns about our num¬ 
bers. But there was quite a surge at 
the last minute.” 

Some budget revisions helped 
accommodate the costs of renting 
Stanford’s pools. 

Along with increased training, 
fundraising parties became a sta¬ 
ple of their schedule. “The bene¬ 
fits helped tremendously,” said 
Cheung. “We raised a lot of the 
money that we do need, upwards 
of $30,000. That will help us de¬ 
fray our costs.” 

“The team really got together 
for each of the events, not just for 
swimming or polo, but for IGLA. 
We’re also very visible as a team, 
having had the largest contingent 
at Gay Games. 

“In Sydney, we really made an 
effort to promote it, and to talk to 
teams who don’t normally com¬ 
pete,” said Cheung. “We have peo¬ 
ple from Frankfurt, Japan, Ar¬ 
gentina, Melbourne, and New 
Zealand attending, who haven’t 
generally been represented. Being 
the host city has been a draw, not 
only because it’s San Francisco, 
but where we are on the Pacific 
Rim, allowing people from the 
South Pacific to attend.” 

Even regional groups like the 
Long Beach, California team - 
which is bringing 30 participants 
- are arriving with Speedos, gog¬ 
gles, and a lot of enthusiasm. 

“It’s nice to see new teams 
growing,” said Cheung, a native of 
nearby Danville, who first started 
swimming while visiting a cousin 
in Hong Kong during junior high 


school. 

Held only once outside North 
America (Paris in 2000), the event 
does have larger U.S. and Canadi¬ 
an contingents. 

“That’s been a barrier, the per¬ 
ception that it’s very U.S.-domi¬ 
nated, and it is,” said Cheung. “But 
we’ve been making an effort to get 
people to participate.” 

While Paris will send 30 swim¬ 
mers, London’s Out To Swim is 
only bringing nine swimmers. 
Most stayed in England, where 
Eurogames, held this year in Man¬ 
chester, is also next weekend. 

Polo lowdown 

Water polo will enjoy the 
largest gathering ever, in¬ 
cluding a tournament of 
women’s matches, anoth¬ 
er first for IGLA. 

Sixteen teams, from U.S. 
cities Chicago, San Diego, 

West Hollywood, New York, 
Seattle, Washington, 

D.C., Atlanta; Cana¬ 
da’s Vancouver, Mon¬ 
treal, and Toronto; 
even an Australian 
squad, guarantee a di¬ 
verse array of talents and accents 
- among the over 250 poloists. 

Tyler Schnoebelen, Tsunami 
water polo president, has enjoyed 
two years with the team. As a teen 
in Iowa, he had played “jungle 
ball,” a recreational version of 
water polo. 

In college at Yale, he was a 
fencer, but has often swam recre- 
ationally. After moving to San 
Francisco, while looking at work¬ 
ing out beyond the gym, his 
boyfriend suggested a team sport. 

“A friend was a swimmer who 
played water polo, and it seemed 
more fun than swim practices.” 
This led to a sense of community 
in the sport. 

“You begin with a drive for 
competition and fitness, but what 
you happen into is this great 
group of people who wouldn’t 
necessarily connect for different 
reasons. We have artists, CEOs of 
companies; the social environ¬ 
ment is really compelling,” Sch¬ 
noebelen said. 

Tsunami now has three teams; 
A, B, and C squads. “Our inten¬ 
tion was to break it down, and 
make an A team that’s really an 
elite squad,” said Schnoebelen. 


With 12 players for each six- 
position match, he said that, “Ro¬ 
tating is part of coaching, getting 
playing time for all.” 

Schnoebelen described the var¬ 
ied skills needed, such as, “sprint¬ 
ing down 25 yards, teetering up at 
as high as you can. You’re rotating, 
thrusting the ball, then dashing 
back to defend the other way 25 
yards, pushing up on people that 
are really strong athletes.” 

With one pool devoted to 
water polo, he said it’s “definitely 
one of the best places to watch 
water polo. You’ll see all the 
moves.” 

Todd Aghazadeh noted the 
growth that’s occurred just in the 
past two years. 

“In the open divi¬ 
sion, Tsunami-A was 
fourth at its first IGLA in 
Toronto in 2001. Tsunami-B 
was 10th, or, as said by B- 
team goalie Brian Shepp, 
‘That’s means we were 
the worst gay team in 
the world!’ But then, 
in Sydney, Tsunami-A 
got third, and the B 
team seventh, becom¬ 
ing a strong top team among the 
non-medal contenders final 
round group.” 

Womany more 

“U.S. women’s water polo team 
is amazingly strong,” said Schnoe¬ 
belen. “There’s no reason it 
shouldn’t carry over into our ath¬ 
letics. Mills College consistently 
keeps bringing women players, 
and they’re winning masters tour¬ 
naments.” 

Tsunami’s Virginia Alber- 
Glanstaetten described her squad 
as “a mix of women players who 
played in college and high school, 
and aren’t regular players.” 

She said that Oakland’s team 
calls themselves The Grey Hairs, 
“But they’re really solid players in 
terms of consistency.” 

Alber-Glanstaetten credits 
Tsunami’s Beth Burkhart for hav¬ 
ing made “an incredible effort to 
get women together, and making 
it happen.” 

Alber-Glanstaetten’s two years 
playing with Tsunami were pre¬ 
ceded by swimming in high 
school, “but no polo playing, and 
nothing really competitive. I 
wanted the opportunity to do 
something else.” 

She practices regularly at Mar¬ 
tin Luther King pool with “the 
boys,” as she calls them. Tsunami’s 
women’s team has 15 players, “a 
strong group, well above interme¬ 
diate level,” she said.

polo at Carlmont High School in 
Belmont. For two years she’s 
scrimmaged with Tsunami, but 
didn’t start swimming until re¬ 
cently. 

A native of Redwood City, she 
started swimming in her early 30s, 
after quitting smoking. Recruited 
for IGLA after having practiced 
with Tsunami a few times, Hunter 
had swum at Masters tourna¬ 
ments, and even went to Nation¬ 
als as a distance swimmer. 

Although she prefers individ¬ 
ual swimming, “You count on 
yourself in competition,” Hunter 
said, “I couldn’t turn down the 
possibility of playing at Stanford. I 
go to Masters meets all the times. 
You never see water polo at a 
swim meet.” 

She’s interested in seeing how 
the competition plays out. 
“There’s a goodwill nature, but it’s 
also pretty aggressive,” said 
Hunter. “I’m interested to see how 
people who are more experienced 
hold back, and how [less experi¬ 
enced players] prevent themselves 
from being scrappy.” 

Hollywould 

Known for their glamorous 
looks as well as their impressive 
record, the 2002 Games gold 
medal team, West Hollywood’s 
WH20, will be a tough team to 
beat. 

Although only 25, Carl Anhalt 
has spent five years with WH20, 
and is concluding his second year 
as IGLA co-president at the cham¬ 
pionships, and his term as 
WH20’s vice president. 

WH20 is fielding its first 
women’s team this year. 1999’s 
IGLA in Atlanta included a 
women’s exhibition game, but this 
year will be their first actual tour¬ 
nament. 

“Our two open teams are more 
balanced this year, so even though 
they will be seeded first and fourth 
(based on our finishes in Sydney), 
it’s really either team’s game this 
year,” said Anhalt. 

“We won’t know if this strategy 
will work for us, or against us. Will 
we lose the title because we spread 
the talent too thin? It should be an 
exciting year for our open teams 
as well. We have a number of play¬ 
ers who are new to the team since 
Sydney, including several women.” 

Look for Tsunami to be deter¬ 
mined to topple the L.A. champs. 

“We’ve heard that the West 
Hollywood team is pretty cocky,” 
mused Tsunami’s Todd Aghaz¬ 
adeh. “They’ve said they divided 
their teams evenly, and they’ll still 
be the top two teams because 
they’re so good. We intend to sur¬ 
prise them.” 

Tsunami’s Schnoebelen added, 
with a competitive assurance, “All 
that glitters is not always gold.” 

Sydney sun 

The Sydney Stingers water 
polo team will send 13 Sydney 
players, three Melbourne players, 
and even one from San Francisco. 
Said Stinger Darren Wegg in an e- 
mail, “a friend of one of the Mel¬ 


bourne guys and wanted to play 
with us!” 

Formed in October 2001 in 
preparation for the Gay Games 
2002, the Sydney Stingers finished 
in eighth position out of the 15 
open teams at the 2002 Games. 

“We are very excited to be 
competing in our first IGLA 
meet,” said Wegg. “We’re also 
looking forward to catching up 
with all the friends we made at the 
Gay Games, and some time in the 
sun! We’re in the middle of our 
winter here, which has made it 
hard to train. Our pools are most¬ 
ly outdoors. But we’ll be there to 
have fun, enjoy ourselves and play 
a competitive game.” 

Gaynadians 

Jim Freihofer, captain of the 
Toronto Triggerfish, is also proud 
to send his team to its first IGLA 
competition. 

“Our'team was born out of 
being the host city for the last 
IGLA Championships in 2001,” 
said Freihofer. “Toronto didn’t 
have a water polo team at the 
time. But several of us, volunteers 
for the matches, realized how 
much fun the game is and made a 
pact to establish a team.” 

After recruiting and organiza¬ 
tional meetings, “We had a core 
group of 12 founding members, 
and we’ve now grown to 30-plus 
dues-paying members.” 

“No one on the team had any 
previous water polo experience 
before joining,” said Freihofer. 
“But we have a great coach, who 
also coaches a local university var¬ 
sity team here, and he’s really 
helped us progress.” 

Having entered five other tour¬ 
naments over the last 18 months, 
this will be the Triggerfish’s first 
competition at a level this high. 
“We’re excited to see how we rank 
against some of the more estab¬ 
lished international teams out 
there.” 

The English Bay Water Polo 
Club of Vancouver, B.C., will have 
in its ranks three founding players 
who’ve been with the team since 
its inception in 1989. They’ve par : 
ticipated in the past four Gay 
Games. 

“We participate every year at 
our provincial championships 
[similar to state championships],” 
said Gilles Beaudin. “We were at 
Seattle’s inaugural tournament 
but not since.” They hope that 
their recent regrouping will result 
in getting back to the finals stand¬ 
ings they enjoyed back in 1990’s 
Vancouver Games. 

Despite Canada’s recent gay 
marriage law being passed, teams 
reps up north reported no newly¬ 
weds among their ranks.

that if a person in a registered do¬ 
mestic partnership dies without a 
will, his or her surviving partner 
will not face an overwhelming tax 
burden. This is consistent with the 
statutory provisions enacted by 
AB2216, which was passed last year. 

“Incrementally, we continue to 
secure real, lasting protections for 
gay and lesbian couples that reflect 
the timbre of the voters in the coun¬ 


try,” Migden said in a statement. 
“Lately, we’ve faced some tough op¬ 
position from Rome and Washing¬ 
ton, but undaunted, we continue to 
press on toward true equity and 
greater social understanding.” 

Migden was referring to the re¬ 
cent news that President Bush 
wants to define marriage as be¬ 
tween a man and a woman and 
the Vatican’s decree that Catholic 
lawmakers should vote against 
LGBT-related legislation. 

Migden also encouraged same- 
sex couples to register with the 


state. 

“Now that we have the neces¬ 
sary tools, we have to register with 
the state so we can use the ruling 
to protect ourselves and to pre¬ 
serve these rights for future gen¬ 
erations,” she stated. T

even understand why it looks bad. 
Bad contractors (and believe me, 
they’re out there) aren’t honest 
and don’t pay attention to detail. 
Then I get called in to fix it and to 
reassure the client who is on guard 
because they’ve been screwed. 

What makes a successful contrac¬ 
tor? 

If you want to buy a house in 
this town, you have to be a busi¬ 
ness person. You have to hire peo¬ 
ple. You can’t just be taking an 
hourly paycheck. If that’s what 
you want, you may as well work 
for somebody else and let them do 
all the paperwork. You might be 
good at what you do, but that is 
very different from running your 
own business. On the other hand, 
if you wanted a simpler life, you 
could work as a handyman by the 
hour and be free to do other 
things on your own time. You 
could build a nice handyman 
business (especially if it’s well or¬ 
ganized) fixing doors as opposed 
to renovating a whole house. 

How does one get started in the 
field? 

Unlike the entertainment in¬ 
dustry, you don’t have to sleep 
with someone to get started. You 
just need to get a job in the trades. 
There are two avenues: the union 
and the non-union. In the union, 
you go to the hall and sign on as 
an official apprentice and get jobs 
working for a variety of different 
contractors. They have classes 


once or twice a month so you can 
learn new skills and earn more 
money. Then you become a jour¬ 
neyman for a couple of more 
years, then take the test. The sec¬ 
ond way is to.just find a licensed 
contractor and start working for 
them. Either way, it’s essential to 
find a trade you like and have the 
aptitude for. I would work for a 
labor pool to find out what that is 
and talk to different tradespeople 
and ask lots of questions. 

You mean like, "What's it like 
being a plumber. Do I 
have to show my crack?'' 

Yes! And by the way, you do! 
You have to be willing to pay your 
dues, because you’ll start at the 
bottom. In this respect, who you 
work for will make a big differ¬ 
ence. If you get an apprenticeship 
the big bad contractor might just 
have you hauling concrete and 
digging holes. So you have to be 
careful. My ultimate vision for my 
company is to have carpenters 
teamed with apprentices who they 
get to hire. That way I get to be 
teaching people skills and running 
a business. It also frees me up for 
my other passion - photography. 

What do you think makes queer 
people different? 

As gay men (that’s my experi¬ 
ence so I’ll just speak to that), we 
have the luxury to go back and 
forth between the macho and the 
feminine. We nurture and we 
hunt. We have the ability to cross 
the boundaries and this improves 
group cohesion. Gay people are 
go-betweens, even between adults 
and children - we’re playful. This 


is why we’re loved. Maybe homo¬ 
phobia comes from the pressure 
straight people put on themselves 
to be the man or the woman. 
That’s hard work! I’m glad I don’t 
have to do it. 

How does this affect you as a con¬ 
tractor? 

In my business it’s important 
that I can speak everybody’s [gen¬ 
der] language. I appreciate what 
all parties want. And often, people 
are afraid to say what they want. 
The guy is afraid to say he wants 
pink polka dots on the bathroom 
walls. The woman is afraid to ask 
for the kitchen she’d really like. I 
create a safe space. There’s no 
macho competitive stuff with me, 
so you can say what you really 
want. And when there are differ¬ 
ences between partners (gay or 
straight) I can hear both sides and 
keep them from getting at each 
other. Is it a gay trait or not? I 
don’t know. 

Are you single and available, sin¬ 
gle and unavailable, partnered 
and available, or partnered and 
unavailable? 

Well, if I said anything other 
than partnered and unavailable, 
my husband would kill me! ▼

‘Passionada’ director 
Dan Ireland looks for a mate

i f you’re single and on the make for a hot 50-year-old director/producer 
living on the West Coast with a film opening this month, get your hands 
on Dan Ireland. 

This vibrant man, who co-founded the august Seattle Film Festival, is 
also the executive producer of four panned Ken Russell movies, includ¬ 
ing the over-the-top Salomes Last Dance (1987) and the really-over-the- 
top The Lair of the White Worm (1988). According to the TimeOut Film Guide, 
the latter epic includes a crucified Christ, raping Romans, and Amanda Dono- 
hoe as “High Priestess Lady Sylvia Marsh [who] paralyses a Boy Scout with a 
bite to his willy after leading him on in leather stockings and suspenders over 
snakes-and-ladders. She then fits on a giant dildo for an assault upon the vir¬ 
gin Eve.” Well, maybe you shouldn’t invest all of your hard-earned cash with 
Danny. 

As a director, Ireland has a better track record. It includes an episode of 
The Outer Limits TV series, the extremely homoerotic The Velocity of Gary 
(1998) with Vincent D’Onofrio and Salma Hayek, plus the internationally ac¬ 
claimed The Whole Wide World (1996). The latter rescued Renee Zellweger 
from a Texas Chain Massacre sequel and gave her credibility as a thespian. 

You recall that biopic, don’t you? D’Onofrio, this time as a heterosexual, is 
a nerd writing books about Conan the Barbarian when love rears its pretty 
.head in the form of Renee. Then, after some smooching, one of the leads com¬ 
mits suicide, and the other writes about it decades later. 

Anyway, Ireland’s new-romancer, PassionaiTaf stars the highly attractive 
Jason Isaacs as Charlie Beck, a sweet card-counter who’s down on his luck. 
Isaacs, as all you Harry Potter fanatics know, plays the villainous Lucius Mal- 
foy in the screen series. Well, Beck falls in love with a singing Portuguese- 
America widow who’s still mourning for her sailor spouse. She’s portrayed by 
Sofia Milos, who’s currently starring opposite the tedious David Caruso on 
CSI: Miami. For eye-candy, there’s Chris Tardio as an overly muscled Por¬ 
tuguese sailor. (Sadly, due to a new ending attached to Passionada, his part 
has been greatly diminished.) 

Danny is sad about Chris’ plight but happy about having a second chance 
at correcting his flick. 

“Oh good, you didn’t see the other ending. Oh, god!” he exclaims, laugh¬ 
ing. “It was horrible. It was just dreadful, and I hated shooting it, and I fought 
all the way, and Jason fought. We were all trying to get it changed because it 
wasn’t fitting. You see, the movie started changing as we went on and on. 
When you bring actors to it, you get a whole different life. So as we put our

ensemble IhirteM Ways’* 1 *

T hink the expansive vision of the Kronos 
Quartet, the freshness of youth, and an 
unusual complement of instruments. 
Note that the name of contemporary 
music ensemble Eighth Blackbird’s new CD 
derives from Wallace Stevens’ enigmatic 
poem “Thirteen Ways of Looking at a Black¬ 
bird,” whose complete text is recited in the 
course of the longest work on the program, 
Thomas Albert’s 29-minute Thirteen Ways 
(1997). Add in members’ names and instru¬ 
ments: Molly Alicia Barth, flutes; Michael J. 
Maccaferri, clarinets; Matt Albert, violin & 
viola; Nicholas Photinos, cello; Matthew 
Duvall, percussion; and Lisa Kaplan, piano. 
While it doesn’t necessarily affect their mu¬ 
sicianship, it’s always nice to know that Mac¬ 


caferri and Albert are out gay men. 

Eighth Blackbird is one of the most ad¬ 
venturous contemporary music ensembles 
on today’s scene. Its members first joined to¬ 
gether in 1996 at the Oberlin Conservatory, 
and are currently ensemble-in-residence at 
the University of Chicago. Quality of reper¬ 
toire and musicianship are stellar. Thirteen 
Ways (Cedille) begins with an arrangement 
of Joan Tower’s Petroushskates (1980). 
Tower, who contributes her own liner notes, 
explains that her homage to Stravinsky’s 
Petroushka invokes an imaginary company 
of skaters, “thereby creating a sort of musi¬ 
cal carnival on ice.” It’s the most carefree 
work on the disc, quite delightful and up¬ 
beat, with sharp rhythmic bursts and bub¬ 
bling melodies. 

Eighth Blackbird was surprised to dis-

Wherein Out There has trouble sticking to the point

ometimes the world does 
work in mysterious if tan¬ 
gential ways. We were read¬ 
ing an advance copy of Factory 
Made: Warhol and the Sixties by 
Steven Watson (coming in Oc¬ 
tober from Pantheon Books) and 
came across a picture of NYC 
downtown denizens Remy Char- 
lip, Rufus Collins and Billy 
Linich in Central Park in 1959, 
photographed by Eric Brunn.We 
were struck by the picture and 
studied it. 

Lo and behold, in that very 
day’s mailbag was a letter from 
Charlip himself, who these many 
years later lives artfully in San 
Francisco, having achieved dis¬ 
tinction in the worlds of art, 


dance, theatre, and children’s 
books. The 31st of Charlip’s books 
for children is called Little Old Big 
Beard and Big Young Little Beard, 
A Short and Tall Tale (Marshall 
Cavendish), and it’s dedicated to 
“the memory of my biggest, 
beardedest friend, [composer] 
Lou Harrison.” 

“He was my first live-in lover,” 
Charlip wrote, regarding Harri¬ 
son, in his letter to us. “I was 20, 
and he was 32. When I showed 
him the paintings for the book [by 
RC and Tamara Rettenmund] 
before he died, I told him I always 
wanted to do a book about gay¬ 
ness. He said, ‘You have.’ 

“The publishers never men¬ 
tioned the loving relationship the 
cowboys have,” he admits. But it’s 
clear from the story’s penultimate 
scene that bearish Little Old Big 


Beard feels quite comfortable 
with his lovely, wizened head in 
Big Young Little Beard’s gazell- 
ish lap. It’s a wonderful tale for 
children and childlike adults. 
Remy Charlip reads and signs 
books at Booksmith, 1644 Haight 
St., on Sunday, Aug. 17. 

The dream factory 

But back to that adult book we 
were reading, on Warhol and 
the ’60s. Author Steven 
Watson has written ex¬ 
tensively on the histo¬ 
ry of the American 
avant-garde, the Beats 
and the Harlem Re¬ 
naissance; his last 
book, Prepare for 
Saints, concerned the 
collaboration of 
lesbian author 
Gertrude Stein 
and gay composer 
Virgil Thomson in their land¬ 
mark opera Four Saints in Three 
Acts, and brought in figures from 
the larger circles of American 
Modernism of that time. 

This is all very timely consider¬ 
ing the upcoming first production 
of San Francisco Opera’s 2003- 
04 season, The Mother of Us All, 
Stein and Thomson’s collabora¬ 
tion on the life story of proto¬ 
feminist Susan B. Anthony. The 
International Museum of Women 
is planning to install an exhibit on 


Anthony and the women’s suf¬ 
frage movement in the lobby of 
the Opera House during the run. 
More on all this soon, but let’s get 
back to the ’60s for a moment. 

Like his previous books, Wat¬ 
son’s account of the group that co¬ 
alesced around Andy Warhol and 
the Silver Factory from 1964-68 is 
steeped in social anthropology, in¬ 
volving the personal histories of, 
among others, Lou Reed, 
Nico, Joe Dallesandro, 
Candy Darling, and 
Warhol’s attempted 
assassin, Valerie 
Solanas. That Valerie 
was sure a pistol. 
Anyway, Factory 
Made also brings fresh 
accounts of Warhol’s 
trademark anti¬ 
narrative filmmak¬ 
ing, as in the 1968 
“Western” Lone¬ 
some Cowboys. “While [Warhol 
superstar] Viva was improvising a 
great line — ‘This is a clean town, 
and I don’t want horse piss in the 
middle of the street’ — Andy fo¬ 
cused on a sign. When a horse 
reared, Andy shot in a different di¬ 
rection.” 

But now flash-forward from 
the Factory Years to the Termina¬ 
tor Years: As long as we’re doing 
makeovers on straight guys a la 
Queer Eye, can we give them some 
modicum of wit, too? Fewer 
canned sound-bites about, oh say, 
bikini waxes, and more improvisa¬ 
tion would seem to be required 
for these quick-footed times. 

As Viva says in Watson’s book, 
“Men seem to have trouble doing 
these nonscript things. It’s a nat¬ 
ural for women and fags — they 
ramble on. But straight men 
can’t.” 

Remembering Lorca 

At dawn 67 years ago on Au¬ 
gust 19, 1936, one of the world’s 
great gay artistic voices was si¬ 
lenced in Franco’s Spain. The Fas¬ 
cists murdered poet/playwright 
Federico Garcia Lorca and 
tossed his body into an unmarked 
grave. On the eve of this anniver¬ 
sary, playwright Luis Oropeza 
bears witness to the dangers of 
what he calls “a creeping Fascism” 
in an evening featuring music, 
sangria, tapas and verse, Monday, 
August 18, 5-8 p.m. at Tangerine 
restaurant, 16th & Sanchez Sts., 
(415) 626-1700. The event is free 
and open to the public. 

Oropeza says, “This is a time in 
this country right now, for Lati¬ 
nos, queers, artists, the Left and 
anyone who loves theatre, to cele¬ 
brate the beliefs and poetry of this 
poet of the people.” He will per¬ 
form his one-man show Blood 
Poet Lorca!, directed by John 
Maloney, at San Francisco Actors

erry Hall, after a day of re¬ 
hearsals for The Graduate, 
launched into a list of pro¬ 
jects that have been keeping her 
busy in post-Mick Jagger life. 
They range from working toward 
a college diploma to providing the 
voice for a voluptuous nun in a 
controversial new animated series 
called Popetown for the BBC. And, 
of course, appearing as the seduc¬ 
tress Mrs. Robinson at the Curran 
Theatre. 

“See what celibacy can do for 
you,” she said in her hybrid Eng- 
lish-Texas drawl. But, she added, 
“I’m trying to change that.” The 
celibacy, that is. 

For most of her adult life, the 
47-year-old has been mainly fa¬ 
mous as Mick Jagger’s wife, com¬ 
panion, and mother of four of his 
children. True, she was a big-time 
fashion model by age 17. But that 
fame was soon eclipsed by her re¬ 
lationship with Jagger, a serial 
adulterer in her view, that came to 
an abrupt end four years ago 
when Jagger became a father with¬ 
out Hall’s help. 

It’s a notoriety that she has 
been developing into a full-blown 
acting career, and she’s taken a few 
lumps for her efforts. Hall herself 
brought up one of the most quot¬ 
ed of the zingers that greeted her 
brief nude scene as Mrs. Robinson 
in the London stage production of 
The Graduate. 

The Daily Mail’s critic had this 
to say about the undraped Hall: 
“Two fried eggs in the gloaming 
— that’s all I saw.” 

“All of that going on about 
how small my breasts are,” Hall 
said. “I’m a 5-foot-11 model. 
What do you expect? At least 
they’re still up there.” 

Overall, her reviews as Kath¬ 
leen Turner’s replacement were 
mixed leaning toward negative. 
She figures that some of the 
knocks came from her image as a 
theatrical interloper, but she’s 
been back on the London stage 
several times since The Graduate, 
to increasingly positive notices. 
“I’m slowly getting respect,” she 
said, “now that they see I’m stick¬ 
ing with it.” 

When the chance came to re¬ 
visit her role as Mrs. Robinson in 
a US tour of The Graduate, she 
quickly signed up. “I’m feeling 
more confident this time. I’m al¬ 
ready up and running.” 

With the exception of an un¬ 
satisfying run in Bus Stop in 1990, 
The Graduate marked her profes¬ 
sional acting debut. “I had always 
wanted to be an actress,” she said, 
“but I fell into modeling and was 
making so much money. I felt I 
had missed the boat.” 

French twist 

Hall was just 16 (and with a 
poster of Mick Jagger in her bed¬ 
room) when she fled her unhappy 
home in Texas. “My father was 
very violent. He drank and took 
uppers,” she said. “We all skedad¬ 
dled as quickly as we could. I had 
been told to be a model because I 
was tall and skinny, and my moth¬ 
er said, ‘Go to the Riviera.’ I did, 
bought a crocheted bikini, and be¬ 
fore I knew it was on the cover of 
French Vogue and having lunch 
with Jean-Paul Sartre, Salvador 
Dali, and Simone de Beauvoir.” 

And then along came Mick. “He 
was 31 and androgynous and beau¬ 
tiful,” Hall said. “He was a model 
groupie. The sex was fabulous.” 
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"Oscar Brown Jr. is beyond all 
categories: one of the most 
gifted and imaginative artists 
that we have.”

Eventually, his womanizing 
sent her into a deep depression, 
and not even a sworn oath of 
monogamy could convince her to 
go down that road again. “I think 
he’d have to go to a clinic first,” 
Hall said. “What he has is like al¬ 
coholism.” 

Hall and Jagger now get on just 
fine, she said, even if she does 
seem to enjoy playing the 
scorned-woman-turned-scorner. 
She talks easily about Jagger’s ef¬ 
forts to rekindle their relationship, 
from buying the flat next door to 
Hall’s home in England, to giving 
her expensive jewelry on Christ¬ 
mas and birthdays. In turn, she 
sent Jagger 60 roses for his 60th 
birthday. 

Hall, traveling with her chil¬ 
dren, says Poppa Mick will drop in 
on the gang when The Graduate 
makes it to Los Angeles. And 
when it plays Austin, she’s expect¬ 
ing her Texas friends and relatives 
to turn out. She remembered how 
she’d put on her “Tootsie Roll 
shows” back in Mesquite in an ef¬ 
fort to get a laugh or even a smile. 

Did she ever manage to get her 
father to smile? She paused. 
“When he was dying, I brought 
him a bunch of cash, and he was 
happy.” 

Now she’s dealing with her 
own children as they approach 
adulthood. The oldest, 19-year- 
old Elizabeth, has a modeling con¬ 
tract with Lancome. One reason 
Hall is taking college courses is to 
convince the younger three not to 
skip university. 

She thinks there is a message in 
The Graduate that all parents need 
to hear about listening to your chil¬ 
dren. “With my kids,” Hall said, “I 
try not to be judgmental. The more 
I let them talk, the more they open 
up. After they get to 16 or so, you 
have to start being their friend.” 

The Hall-Jagger kids, of course, 
have grown up in the rock-and- 
roll world where drugs and alco¬ 
hol can be famously abundant. 
But Hall isn’t worried. “My kids 
say they don’t drink or do drugs 
because they watched what it did 
to Keith Richards.” 

There is a great book in Hall’s 
story, from a grim childhood to 
success, fame, heartbreak, and re¬ 
demption in a glamorous world. 
She must have a million stories to 
tell, but don’t look for an autobi¬ 


brief nude scene in The Graduate. 


ography. 

“You really have to tell the 
truth,” Hall said, “and I don’t think 
I want to tell the truth.” ▼

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' Chicago' still thrills in the flesh

W hy do they keep making 
stage musicals from pop¬ 
ular movies — shows like 
Saturday Night Fever, Urban Cow¬ 
boy, and Chicago? Oh, that’s right, 
Chicago was on Broadway before 
it became a blockbuster movie. 
Still, the current Chicago tour was 
inspired by the success of the 
movie, and the producers are ex¬ 
pecting that filmgoers will now 
want to see what Chicago looks 
like “live.” They should like what 
they see, based on the opening 
night at the Golden Gate Theatre. 

Chicago on tour still feels like a 
fresh show, even though its model 
has been running on Broadway 
for seven years. Its vintage goes 
back even further, to 1975, when 
the original Bob Fosse production 
opened. But with a minimalist de¬ 
sign that helps focus energy, the 
revival has a lean-and-mean atti¬ 
tude that befits the material’s 
merry cynicism. 


The production visiting San 
Francisco has something of a 
hodgepodge of a cast, but the 
structure of the show, built like a 
series of vaudeville vignettes 
through Fred Ebb and John Kan- 
der’s songs, can actually reward 
stylistic varieties and forgive a 
number of weaknesses. 

But no excuses need be in¬ 
voked for murderer Roxie Hart as 
created by Bianca Marroquin, 
who played the role in Mexico 
City and who has the charm and 
vivacity of a young Shirley 
MacLaine plus plenty of her own 
talent. There is less originality in 
Brenda Braxton’s celebrity crimi¬ 
nal Velma Kelly, but in the context, 
the performance still passes 
muster. 

Kevin Richardson, a member of 
the Backstreet Boys, is especially re¬ 
warded by the show’s structure, 
which doesn’t require a sustained 
performance. He plays the hyper¬ 
slick lawyer Billy Flynn, who knows 
how to manipulate the media for 
his clients, and Richardson is able 


to bring some edge and charisma 
to the role even if his bouts with di¬ 
alogue can be muddy. 

Marcia Lewis Bryan is the one 
holdover from the original 1996 
production, and while she and 
Braxton score with their duet 
about “Class,” her performance 
feels almost too relaxed. Ray 
Bokhour gets it right as Amos, 
Roxie’s milquetoast husband, and 
R. Bean creates a wonderful ver¬ 
sion of the warbling Mary Sun¬ 
shine, a sob-sister reporter with a 
big secret. 

With the sexy choreography by 
Ann Reinking (“in the style of 
Bob Fosse”) and direction by Wal¬ 
ter Bobbie, the production actual¬ 
ly grew out of a concert version 
presented in New York’s Encores! 
series. It proved to be a serendipi¬ 
tous discovery of how less could 
be more with Chicago. T

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Returning victorious at 85 

Decca presents Birgit Nilsson to a new audience on disc

I cannot tell a lie. In the 50-plus 
years I’ve been attending the 
; opera, no singer has ever given 
me more sustained thrills than the 
Swedish Wagnerian soprano Bir¬ 
git Nilsson. She was never a popu¬ 
lar choice with operatic insiders, 
who found her famously extro¬ 
verted style too mentally healthy 
for the passionately neurotic 
women she often portrayed on 
stage — Elektra, Salome, Lady 
Macbeth, the Dyer’s Wife, Isolde. 

I remember the loathsome 
Hedda Hopper, who knew less 
about opera than my cat Mustard 
Gas, telling the world that Nilsson 
was cold and unsexy as the tor¬ 
mented Irish princess. A local tele¬ 
vision critic thought the same 
when she sang Tristan und Isolde 
here in 1970 with her celebrated 
partner, Wolfgang Windgassen. 
Conducted by the underrated 
Otmar Suitner, these five unfor¬ 
gettable performances were 
Windgassen’s only American ap¬ 
pearances as Tristan, another Kurt 
Herbert Adler casting coup. The 
TV guy whined that nobody 
would want to have sex with this 
Isolde. Those of us wringing out 
our underwear after every perfor¬ 
mance could only pity the poor 
fella. 

Nilsson, who was born on a 
farm in Vasta Karup, Sweden in 
1918, celebrated her 85th birthday 
this May. And her longtime 
recording label offers as homage a 
meaty compilation of Nilsson 
recordings, cleverly titled “Ritorna 
vincitor!” The Legendary Birgit 
Nilsson (Decca; two discs). It’s 
clever because, in “returning vic¬ 
torious” (Aida’s famous aria of 
public and private conflict), Nils¬ 
son is presented to a new public 
first in her Italian, non-Wagnerian 
mode. 

There are plenty of people who 
don’t like Nilsson in Italian opera, 
but I’m not one of them. She’s the 


second best Aida and Tosca I’ve 
ever heard live on stage — second 
both times to Gwyneth Jones in 
fabulous voice (granted, not al¬ 
ways a given); easily the dominant 
Turandot (which I first heard in 
San Francisco in 1960 at Cos¬ 
mopolitan Opera); and my pre¬ 
ferred recorded Amelia in Solti’s 
Un Ballo in maschera (Decca). 
This admittedly unusual taste is 
shared by Lord Harewood, 
founder of the British Opera mag¬ 
azine. The opening year of the 
Seattle Opera Ring, Harewood 
and I, lubricated by many gin- 
and-tonics, horrified a boatload of 
opera fans on Seattle’s Lake Wash¬ 
ington by defending Nilsson’s 
heroic Verdi singing. 

Erosensational 

I understand why there is no 
selection from Un Ballo on this 
compilation. Amelia’s “Morro, ma 
prima in grazia” is the weakest 
link on the complete set. On the 
other hand, the love duet with 
Carlo Bergonzi, Verdi’s most pas¬ 
sionate expression of eros, is sen¬ 
sational. I heard Nilsson sing Aida 
with Franco Corelli at the Met, 
and I’ll never forget that gleaming 
sound soaring over the full en¬ 
semble. Aside from wiping his 
nose on her sleeve during the Nile 
scene, Corelli was an ideal partner 
if you like your Verdi heroic — 
and in 3,000-plus seat opera hous¬ 
es, do we have any other choice? 
On this Decca compilation, the 
Italian arias are from early solo 
sets conducted by John Pritchard 
(SFO’s last music director), Argeo 
Quadri (an amazing “O don fa¬ 
tale” with a firm lower register, 
and “Pace, pace”), Thomas Schip- 
pers (Lady Macbeth’s entrance 
aria), and “Vissi d’arte” from the 
underrated complete Tosca con¬ 
ducted by Lorin Maazel. 

Then we get big chunks of 
three major Nilsson roles: 
Brunnhilde’s Immolation, Elek- 
tra’s entrance monologue, and the 
final scene of Salome. Alas, all are 


from her complete recordings of 
those operas conducted by Georg 
Solti. Again, I cannot tell a lie. As 
much as I adore Nilsson, I can’t 
stand Solti, who pounds the music 
into submission with square 
rhythms and zero sensual appeal. 
If you need proof, listen to the sec¬ 
ond disc, where the diva sings 
Isolde’s “Mild und leise” and the 
“Wesendonk Lieder” accompa¬ 
nied by Hans Knapperstbusch and 
Colin Davis. Plus, Decca engineers 
never quite caught the fire of Nils¬ 
son’s voice as well as they did the 
ice. (She’s on record as not liking 
her studio recordings very much; 
if you want a realistic-sounding 
Nilsson Ring or Tristan, get Karl 
Bohm’s sets from Bayreuth on 
Deutsche Grammophon). 

The second disc segues from 
Wagner into most of the Scandi¬ 
navian songs (with orchestra) 
album issued in 1965 at the very 
height of Nilsson’s vocal prowess. 
It is not an intimate affair — she 
used to conscientiously change 
her gown at intermissions of song 
recitals, a touchingly old-fash¬ 
ioned bow to “pleasing the audi¬ 
ence” — but the seven famous 
Sibelius songs, the three Grieg 
melodies and the four numbers by 
Ture Rangstrom (including the 
majestic “Valkyrie” with its blaz¬ 
ing high C) are delivered straight 
to the heart. 

And then, as if to prove she 
wasn’t cold and had a sense of 
humor, she sings “I Could Have 
Danced All Night” from My Fair 
Lady, which, with “Wien, Wien, 
nur du allein,” was her preferred 
encore. It is conducted by Herbert 
von Karajan from his gala Die Fle- 
dermaus recording. He was my fa¬ 
vorite conductor, and I longed to 
hear him lead a Ring or Tristan 
with my favorite soprano. I heard 
them once in an intense Die 
Walkure at the Met, but generally 
they didn’t get along. I always 
puddle up when I hear this en¬ 
core, dreaming of lost opportuni¬ 
ties. Again, I cannot tell a lie. ▼ 


Pummeling Pyotr 

Lang Lang's aggressive Tchaikovsky on CD

t’s easy to wax nostalgic about 
the Cold War these days. Lang 
Lang’s new recording of 
Tchaikovsky’s First Piano Concer¬ 
to (paired with the Mendelssohn 
First, on DG) comes as a strange 
reminder of the day when the 
Tchaikovsky’s Opus 23 was ubiq¬ 
uitous and, it seemed then, peren¬ 
nially welcome. It’s become all but 
a concert rarity in recent years, a 
victim of its own overexposure. 
Considering the exemplary 
recordings of the last 20-some 
years that haven’t restored it to the 
place it deserves, it’s hard to be¬ 
lieve that Lang Lang’s unrelent¬ 
ingly aggressive and ultimately 
empty reading of the piece will 
right the balance. 

From its premiere, the gay 
composer’s B-flat Minor Concer¬ 
to, currently re-estimated as one 
of the great piano concertos of 
the last century, has had a check¬ 
ered reception. It’s oddly reflec¬ 
tive of the fickle public regard of 
gay people, in that respect. It was, 
however, indisputably a “stan¬ 



dard” when, in 1958, a handsome 
young gay American pianist, Van 
Cliburn, won first prize at the first 
Moscow Tchaikovsky Piano 
Competition with it. A mere half- 
year after the Soviet affront of 
Sputnik, the event was viewed 
here as beating the Russians at 
their own game. Cliburn was 
given a ticker-tape parade for his 
part in keeping the world safe 
from Communism. 

Then everyone was playing it, 
you couldn’t get away from it, and, 
finally, it withdrew again, less 
from audience fatigue than from 
renewed disapproval by the tonier 
elements of the musical establish¬ 
ment. The last pianist to make a 


truly great recording of it, Ivo 
Pogorelfch (with Claudio Abbado 
and the London Symphony Or¬ 
chestra, also on DG), noted that 
even he put off learning it because 
in Moscow, where he studied, he 
was so sick of hearing fellow stu¬ 
dents bang away at it that he de¬ 
veloped an aversion to it. 

It may be making a comeback, 
because Lang Lang began his in¬ 
ternational career with it in 1999, 
replacing an indisposed Andre 
Watts in the work at the Chicago 
Symphony’s prestigious Ravinia 
Festival. The Chicago is his sup¬ 
port again on the new CD, with its 
music director Daniel Barenboim 
at the helm. If I had heard it 
“blind” and told that it was Watts 
at the keyboard, I might have be¬ 
lieved it, which is not the good 
news. 

Wild chase 

Like Watts, Lang has the tech¬ 
nique to pummel both a composi¬ 
tion and an audience into submis¬ 
sion. This concerto demands a big 
technique, but, in addition, much 
more. The best renditions of it

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Luis Bunuel’s charm school 


Actor Fernando Rey remembers great director whose films

or his last film, That Obscure 
Object of Desire, director 
Luis Bunuel chose to focus 
on a man, played by Fernando 
Rey, who is frustrated in his pur¬ 
suit of a woman, set against the 
backdrop of a terrorist group set¬ 
ting off bombs in the city. In his 
witty autobiography My Last Sigh, 
published a year before his death 
in 1983, Bunuel expressed his 
shock at the film’s reception. 

“Ironically, a bomb exploded 
on October 16,1977, in the Bridge 
Theatre in San Francisco, where 
the movie was being shown; and 
during the confusion that fol¬ 
lowed, four reels were stolen and 
the walls covered with graffiti like, 
‘This time you’ve gone too far!’ 
There was some evidence to sug¬ 
gest that the attack was engineered 
by a group of homosexuals, and 
although those of this persuasion 
didn’t much like the film, I’ve 
never been able to figure out why.” 

Fans of Bunuel will realize a 
kind of double irony: in the 1992 
English edition of their book Con¬ 
versations with Luis Bunuel, Jose 
De La Colina and Tomas Perez 
Turrent recall the even more tur¬ 
bulent reception accorded an ear¬ 
lier Bunuel feature, VAge d'or, 
during its 1930 premiere screen¬ 
ing. “Armed with stinkbombs, a 
group of right-wing protesters 
splash ink on the screen, tear up 
seats, manhandle spectators, and 
slash paintings by Dali, Miro, 


Ernst, Ray, and Tanguy on display 
in the lobby.” 

At 65, Bunuel returned to Paris 
and kicked off his most produc¬ 
tive period with six films: Belle de 
Jour, The Phantom of Liberty, The 
Milky Way, Diary of a Chamber¬ 
maid, The Discreet Charm of the 
Bourgeoisie, and That Obscure Ob¬ 
ject of Desire. All but the first will 
be featured in brand-new prints 
beginning Friday at the Castro. 
Our examination of Bunuel cen¬ 
ters on a 1987 conversation with 
Fernando Rey, the Spanish actor 
(1912-1994) who starred in four 
Bunuel films, including Discreet 
Charm and That Obscure Object. 

First impression 

Rey, who came to dearly love 
Bunuel, confessed that their first 
meeting was neither discreet nor 
charming. “When I first met 
Bunuel at the Cannes Festival, I 
didn’t like him, the way he talked, 
everything. Many years later, I met 
him again in Mexico. I had lunch 
in his house, and little by little, I 
began to understand the human 
being and the director.” 

He and Bunuel would proba¬ 
bly never have worked together if 
the director had not seen rushes of 
a cameo where Rey played a dead 
body in a film co-produced by 
Mexican and Spanish companies. 
“I did nothing in that sequence 
because I was dead. He saw me 
and said, ‘How fantastic actor!’ 
And I thought, ‘He is pulling my 
legs. I’m dead!’ He said, ‘No, you’re 
very good.’ That was very Bunuel. 


He wasn’t trying to joke, he was 
really impressed by my dead 
scene!” 

In Discreet Charm, there is a 
kind of running joke about a din¬ 
ner party of elegant people who 
find that the one thing they can’t 
do is sit down and eat the meal in 
front of them. Rey, who plays a 
heroin dealer in the film, a varia¬ 
tion on a role he had just per¬ 
formed for a very different direc¬ 
tor, William Friedkin, in The 
French Connection, says that Dis¬ 
creet Charm provided him with 
some of his best memories of 
working with Bunuel. The film 
also illustrates how the director 
worked with actors, stressing 
movement in front of the cam¬ 
era. 


“Oh, wonderful, it was one of 
my best souvenirs to make that 
film. You know, with Bunuel, you

footage together, I did everything I 
could to make it work, but it just 
didn’t feel right. Now it does.” 

Down memory lane 

Ireland was partly attracted to 
the project of Passionada because 
he himself was raised without the 
benefit of a father. Also, Sofia’s 
character reminded him of his 
own Mom. 

“Yeah,” he reminisces. “My 
mother was that beautiful. My 
mother was gorgeous. Everyone 
would say she looked like Eliza¬ 
beth Taylor, and she did. I mean 
when she was that age. I always re¬ 
member looking at my mother 
thinking, you’re so beautiful. I 
tried to set her up on dates. Oh, it 
totally blew up in my face. My 
mother was fuming. I’d tell guys 
that I’d think were attractive that 
my mother was available, and I’d 
bring them by the house.

What was also terrible was how 
a Columbia Studios executive 
forced Ireland to cut his foray into 
gay cinema, The Velocity of Gary, 
to shreds.

Ireland moans. He’s especially dis¬ 
traught about the unseen footage 
of the characters winding up in 
Hell. “Yes,” he continues, “you 
know, there was a real edge there. 
Your heart broke for these charac¬ 
ters, and you really cared for them, 
but without those scenes, and 
maybe it’s only me, the gravity of 
the film really lost something, and 
I sort of had three dislikable char¬ 
acters. Without them going to 
Hell, I never really felt that they 
were redeemed.” 

With Hell out of the way, the 
subject turns again to love and a 
potential mate, and Ireland is able 
to smile once again. “Yeah, I’m 
single,” he asserts. “You know, I 
was with my friend for 6 years, 
and we broke up the day The 
Whole Wide World opened. I got 
devastated. It put me into a whole 
spin, and then I started seeing 
someone right after I shot Gary. 

“You know, sometimes I really 
internalize my pain,” he looks at 
me plaintively. “When I had to do 
what I did with Gary, I felt like I 
really killed it, and I went into this 
whole thing. In fact, I ended up 
one morning waking up having 
Bell’s Palsy where the whole side 
of your face is...”

don’t have to rehearse a lot, but in 
that film we had a lot of rehearsals 
about movements in front of the 
camera. It was like music, I think 
he was trying to visualize music 
with our movements.” 

Rey noted that Bunuel had 
some rather peculiar advice for his 
actors: ‘“Fernando, don’t move 
too much your head, because that 
is like a horse, you know, don’t be 
a horse-head.’” Bunuel didn’t in¬ 
terfere with an actor’s technique, 
and usually felt that the first take 
was the best take. “Sometimes I 
dared to say, ‘Please let me do an¬ 
other,’ and he would say, ‘Oh, 
okay,’ but then he would add, 
‘Print the first!’ Some directors, 
they want to make 80 takes, and 
that’s terrible.” T

Gloria Grahame in 'The Big Heat' 


by Tavo Amador 


f Hollywood’s 1950s 
blondes, Marilyn Monroe 
was the most famous, Doris 
Day the most popular, Grace Kelly 
the most acclaimed, Kim Novak 
the most overlooked, and Gloria 
Grahame (1925-81) the most fas¬ 
cinating — and kinkiest. Her star¬ 
dom was brief and ended with the 
decade, but her impact was mem¬ 
orable. One of her best movies — 
a film noir classic, Fritz Lang’s The 
Big Heat { 1953) — is now avail¬ 
able on DVD. 

A cop fatally shoots himself in 
his comfortable home in a fiction¬ 
al big city. His wife, Bertha Dun¬ 
can (Jeannette Nolan), reads his 
suicide letter and realizes it will 
provide her a far greater pension 
than a police widow is entitled to. 
She calls mobster Mike Lagana 
(Alexander Scourby), tells him 
what has happened, secures her 
future, then phones the authori¬ 
ties. Bertha plays the grieving 
widow for the investigating offi¬ 
cer, Dave Bannion (Glenn Ford), 
saying her husband had been de¬ 
pressed about his health, which 
may have driven him to kill him¬ 
self. Bannion believes her, until he 
hears from the dead cop’s mis¬ 
tress, who insists he was healthy 
and getting ready to leave his wife 
for her. Bertha admits her hus¬ 
band had affairs, but dismisses the 
girlfriend’s claim that he wanted a 
divorce. Bannion is convinced, 
until the mistress is murdered. 

His investigation leads to La¬ 
gana, who gives orders that he be 
iced. Unfortunately, his lively wife 
(Jocelyn Brando) is murdered in¬ 
stead. Outraged, Bannion quits 
the force and investigates Lagana 
on his own, eventually meeting his 
key henchman, Vince Stone (Lee 
Marvin), and Stone’s flirtatious 
mistress, Debby Marsh (Gra¬ 
hame). The narcissistic Debby ac¬ 
cepts Stone’s pawing as her due — 
sex is what she has to offer, and 
she enjoys it. She’s a woman who’ll 
try anything once, and if it feels 
good, do it again. A confrontation 
between Bannion and Stone re¬ 
sults in the latter storming out of a 
bar, leaving Debby behind. She 
befriends Bannion, is spotted 
doing so, and, when she returns to 
Stone’s penthouse, he scalds her 
face with hot coffee, scarring her 
for life. Debby avenges herself 
while helping Bannion nail La¬ 
gana and company. 

Lang’s direction is taut and 
swift. Ford’s inexpressiveness is 
quite effective — he’s a man of ac¬ 
tion, not words. Marvin is excel¬ 
lent as the impulsive Stone, a true 
sadist. Scourby captures the 
upper-class pretensions of Lagana 
flawlessly, right down to being a 
loving father and son. Brando 
(Marlon’s sister) conveys indepen¬ 
dence and intelligence, and 
Nolan’s veneer of middle-class 
good manners hides Bertha’s 
greed. But the acting honors go to 
Grahame, who creates a complex, 
conflicted, and courageous floozy, 
avoiding all the heart-of-gold 
cliches. From her first scene, it’s 
clear to everyone but Stone she 
could be trouble — his libido is 
not the only thing she heats up. 
He pays a high price for his cruel 
obtuseness.

(1946), and scored a Best Sup¬ 
porting Actress Oscar nomination 
for the fine Crossfire (1947), an 
early look at murderous anti- 
Semitism (which replaced the 
book’s homophobia). In 1950, her 
second husband, the bisexual 
Nicholas Ray, directed her and 
Bogart in another noir gem, In a 
Lonely Place — a sensational pair¬ 
ing. In 1952, she had four sup¬

Next year brought The Big 
Heat, The Glass Wall, and another 
cheating wife (Frederic March’s) 
in Man on a Tightrope.

Of 
Human Desire (1954), in which 
Broderick Crawford is the man 


she betrays. This was her peak, but 
true stardom eluded her. One 
magazine speculated that produc¬ 
ers were “wary of her particular 
kind of explosive sex appeal.” She 
was another adulterous wife in 
Minnelli’s The Cobweb (1955), 
stealing the picture from Richard 
Widmark, Lauren Bacall, Charles 
Boyer, and Lillian Gish; and 
tempted Mitchum away from 
Olivia de Havilland in Not as a 
Stranger (1956). That same year, 
she was a charming if unlikely 
Ado Annie in Oklahoma, warbling 
“I’m Just a Girl Who Cain’t Say 
‘No,’” and was a conventional 
(and less interesting) leading lady 
opposite Clifton Webb in The 
Man Who Never Was. A cheap 
Western, Ride Out for Revenge 
(1957), followed, then she mem¬ 
orably disrobed for Robert Ryan 
in Odds Against Tomorrow (1959), 
asking him how it felt to commit 
murder as the seduction begins. 

She had divorced Ray, wed and 
divorced again, then married 
Ray’s son by his first wife — her

former stepson — shocking Hol¬ 
lywood and effectively ending her 
movie career. She worked sporad¬ 
ically on television for 20 years, 
and in the 1970s got bit parts as 
Mary Steenburgen’s mother in 
Melvin and Howard, and John 
Heard’s crazy mom in Chilly 
Scenes of Winter, among others. 
She was working on stage in Eng¬ 
land when she was diagnosed with 
cancer, dying soon afterwards. She 
made only a handful of good films 
and few that spotlighted her, but 
she was unique and mesmerizing, 
and is unjustly forgotten by the 
general public. ▼

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Gods and monsters

ins of the Father is a slightly 
pallid example of the porn 
genre we call “The Priapic 
Priest.” Nonetheless, it teaches us 
much about the Church. Did you 
know that neither clergyman nor 
altar boy wears a stitch beneath his 
cassock? Neither a sanctified jock¬ 
strap nor even rosary cockring. 
Just: nada. Perhaps this is peculiar 
to the South of the Border parish 
depicted in Sins of the Father: it’s 
hot down there! 

The dusty rural setting elicits 
the movie’s best contribution in 
JD Slater’s music, which trades 
porn’s usual throb for some ro¬ 
mantically tinged Spanish guitar. 
The locale also allows us to peruse 
an entirely Spanish cast, from the 
near-virginal youth of Rico Suave 
and Dario, to the adult hunger of 
fuckbunny Carlo Cox and gnarled 
muscularity of Diego Alvarez. 
Still, I don’t believe it’s tropical 
torpor that has de-energized this 
bunch, but the slack direction of 
Rafael, who was also the videogra- 
pher and editor. Both the setting 
and the sacrilege should engender 
sizzle, but this one just plods 
along. 

The movie is laid out as . - 
a series of flashbacks. As 
Father Luciano fingers 
his beads, the Cardinal 
reads them. He spells 
out Luciano’s transgres¬ 
sions, which the horny 
priest recalls. The Cardi¬ 
nal relates 
how sever¬ 
al other __ 

priests in¬ 
dulged their flesh, thus satisfying 
somebody’s need for tales of 
priestly philandering while setting 
us up for the movie’s nod to con¬ 
temporary morals. When he’s fin¬ 
ished doling out details that are 
surprisingly explicit for a Cardi¬ 
nal’s repertoire of tales, he tells us 
what happened to the others: they 
were excommunicated. As is Fa¬ 
ther Luciano now. El Fin, as it says 
on the screen. 

But not before we’ve seen the 
confessional used as a glory hole, 
the purification of acolytes neces¬ 
sitating a laying on of hands 
rather than a blessing, and a trou¬ 
bled parishioner receiving solace 
up the bum from a trio of gang- 
banger padres. You’ll go to Sins of 
the Father for a taste of foreskin — 
well, actually, the overhang in this 
one is more like a complete meal 
— and for the brief glimpses

Tilt-a-whirl 

The accomplished 
director Andre 
~" r Adair, in Sand Gods, 
brings us four scenes 
related only by their 
desert set¬

director has had in translating its 
warmth and immediacy to his en¬ 
gaging performers. The movie’s 
skillfully constructed, with scenes 
complementing each other as 
we’re led from the opening’s pas¬ 
sionless though scenic pairing, to 
passionate couple, urgent couple, 
and finally out-and-out threeway 
frenzy. 

The first scene is enlivened by 
attractive youth Trent Austin, 
whose slight body is home to a de¬ 
cidedly not slight cock: it’s fat and 
bulgingly-headed. It’s as exciting 
as the lad’s smiling enthusiasm. 
How he relishes sex, even when 
making out with Brad Rock, a 
sveltely built and heavy-bonered 
young man whose continually 
closed eyes and near lack of reci¬ 
procity suggest he’s thinking of his 
girlfriend. Still, Trent worships 
him gladly from long dong to suc¬ 


culent asshole. Their glamour pair 
of cocks are marveled at from eye¬ 
opening angles, and Rock skewers 
the happy Trent for quite a whirl. 

The desert heat is magnified 
when lean and butch Joe Foster 
makes out with pretty-faced Chris 
Bolt beneath a majestic Joshua 
Tree. They make out slow and 
thoroughly, with the payoff of 
topman Foster’s sturdy grind 
being more the deep connection 
of two men than an assault of one 
against the other. Beneath the 
same tree, Jack London and Se¬ 
bastian Cole ratchet up the ur¬ 
gency factor while adding a ro¬ 
mantic touch, kissing and holding 
each other tightly as they fuck. I 
should also drop buzzwords like 
fat bazookas and bunches of fore¬ 
skin. 

The no-holds finale is a capper. 
Boyish Danny Lopez is a good foil- 
for the blue-collar appeal of Nick 
Piston. Though his heavy cock is a 
scene-stealer, it’s vying for atten¬ 
tion with Steve Cannon: a real 
sexslut with handsome cock, 
florid ink, shaved crotch and 
Prince Albert. Piston’s pretty

Asked about the recall debacle, 
with characteristic pragmatism 
she suggested putting the millions 
to be spent on a recall toward the 
state’s massive debt instead. She 
also noted that if the recall was 
successful, the “new guy” would 
inherit all the same problems 
Davis has and then some, with 
Californians no better off. 

Leon Panetta noted on 
Nightline (after ex¬ 
plaining why he, an 
actual qualified Cali¬ 
fornia Democrat, was¬ 
n’t running) that 
once a recall effort is 
successful, the “genie 
is out of the 
bottle,” and 
every unpopu¬ 
lar action by an 
elected official will be greeted with 
petitions for his or her ouster. 
Memo to Darrell Issa, now out of 
the race and a few million less 
rich: Be careful what you wish for. 

Eagle eyed 

Before the Terminator all but 
closed the voting for California’s 
next Governor, the nation’s most 
populous state was already mak¬ 
ing negative TV news with that 
other larger-than-life Californian, 
LA Lakers’ Kobe Bryant. Appear¬ 
ing everywhere from Fox’s Teen 
Choice Awards, where he made 
standing trial for rape sound like 
fighting apartheid (“Injustice any¬ 
where is injustice everywhere”), to 
the courtroom in Eagle, Colorado, 
where he was formally charged 
and his preliminary hearing $ate 
set for two days after the Califor¬ 
nia recall election (at least he’ll be 
home to vote), Bryant tried to 
keep his TV profile positive. 

The TV blitz of the Bryant case 
is reminiscent of the OJ Simpson 
trial. The one truly squeaky-clean 
figure in the NBA, where players’ 
crimes range from the non-felo- 
nious avoidance of child support 
payments to aggravated assault 
and even murder, Bryant’s alleged 
forcible rape of a 19-year-old 
concierge at the ritzy Eagle resort 
is nothing less than tragic. Legal 
experts, prosecutors and defend¬ 


ers, debate the case almost daily 
on TV. And TV was where Bryant 
made his own case for innocence, 
in a tearful press conference both 
sincere and self-protective. Claim¬ 
ing the sin of adultery rather than 
the crime of rape, Bryant, flanked 
by his gorgeous wife and white fe¬ 
male attorney, managed to appear 
a victim, if only of his own ill- 
managed desires. 

TV reporters and 
NBA members re¬ 
peatedly raise the 
question of whether 
or not Bryant can get 
a fair trial in predom¬ 
inantly white Eagle, 
which helps 
skew the case 
pre-trial. But 
fans surround¬ 
ed the courthouse at his hearing 
and cheered him, waving signs of 
support. A question better posed 
is whether or not the alleged vic¬ 
tim can get a fair trial. 

Since the case first hit the news 
several weeks ago, TV has become 
the medium to vilify and smear 
the alleged victim. Eager for TV 
face-time, former classmates of 
the young woman (an A-student, 
cheerleader and member of her 
church choir) have been pepper¬ 
ing the evening news, morning 
shows and newsmagazines, mak¬ 
ing outrageous statements. One 
girl said after Bryant’s hearing that 
she had “gone to school with [the 
alleged victim] for nine years,” 
and although she didn’t know her, 
she had “heard” that she was “re¬ 
ally easy.” Others in the town sug¬ 
gested that if the alleged victim 
went to Bryant’s room, then what¬ 
ever happened was her fault. 

TV news should be above such 
sleazy “reportage,” even if tabloid 
TV is not. But in celebrity-ob¬ 
sessed, TV-driven America, 
Bryant’s celebrity supersedes the 
gravity of the allegations against 
him. Weeks were spent investigat¬ 
ing the allegations against Bryant 
prior to his being formally 
charged, yet TV coverage has pre¬ 
sented the alleged victim as the 
real suspect, guilty until she is 
proven innocent. TV reporters 


refer to her as “Bryant’s accuser” 
rather than the standard legal and 
journalistic term of “alleged vic¬ 
tim,” further skewing perspective. 
Add in repeated video of Bryant 
in glory poses — giving a jersey to 
President Bush, receiving various 
awards — and it is trial by innu¬ 
endo against the alleged victim. 

Trial by innuendo has become a 
TV news standard since the Clinton 
scandals. If TV cameras hadn’t been 
present at the Episcopal Conference 
of Bishops last week in Minneapolis 
when Rev. Gene Robinson became 
the first openly gay bishop in the 
Episcopal Church, would the last- 
minute charges of sexual impropri¬ 
ety have been made? Robinson was 
cleared, but how much taint ac¬ 
crued to him unfairly because of 
heightened TV coverage of the 
events? The day after his appoint¬ 
ment, the morning shows contin¬ 
ued to ask him about the allega¬ 
tions, the tone of the questions still 
suspicious. One morning host even 
asked if he would approach the man 
who accused him again. 

Heightened queer visibility ac¬ 
cruing from shows like tfie Bravo 
hit Queer Eye for the Straight Guy 
and the sweet but unexciting Boy 
Meets Boy does not mean Majority 
America is softening toward queers, 
no matter what TV Guide suggests. 
Anyone watching the vitriolic re¬ 
sponse to the almost saintly Robin¬ 
son (he told GMA he felt it was im¬ 
portant to be subdued in his cele¬ 
bration because his appointment as 
bishop was so painful for so many 
other Episcopalians!) is witnessing 
homophobia alive and well, high 
ratings for the wildly entertaining 
Queer Eye be damned. (VCR alert: 
NBC is running the show tonight 
following Will & Grace.) 

Finally, to end on a much 
lighter note, the adorable Britney 
Murphy, former girlfriend of That 
70s Show star Ashton Kutcher who 
is now bedding Demi Moore 
(she’s 40something, he’s 20some- 
thing), blurted out on the August 
7 Letterman, “I guess the crux of 
that relationship is that for him, 
age doesn’t matter, and for her, 
size doesn’t matter.” Talk about 
trial by innuendo! Stay tuned. ▼

(lop-IN-uh-veer/rit-ON-uh-veer) 

Read this leaflet carefully before you start taking KALETRA. Also, read it 
each time you get your KALETRA prescription refilled, in case something 
has changed. This information does not take the place of talking with your 
doctor when you start this medicine and at check ups. Ask your doctor if you 
have any questions about KALETRA. 

What is KALETRA and how does it work? 

KALETRA is a combination of two medicines. They are lopinavir and 
ritonavir. KALETRA is a type of medicine called an HIV (human immun¬ 
odeficiency virus) protease (PRO-tee-ase) inhibitor. KALETRA is always 
used in combination with-other anti-HIV medicines to treat people with 
human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. KALETRA is for adults 
and for children age 6 months and older. 

HIV infection destroys CDj (T) cells, which are important to the immune 
system. After a large number of T cells are destroyed, acquired*immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS) develops. 

KALETRA blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV to 
multiply. KALETRA reduces the amount of HIV in your blood apd increas¬ 
es the number of T cells. Reducing the amount of HIV in the blood reduces 
the chance of death or infections that happen when your immune system is 
weak (opportunistic infections). 

Does KALETRA cure HIV or AIDS? 

KALETRA does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term 
effects of KALETRA are not known at this time. People taking 
KALETRA may still get opportunistic infections or other conditions 
that happen with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneu¬ 
monia, herpes virus infections, and Mycobacterium avium complex 
(MAC) infections. 

Does KALETRA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

KALETRA does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through sex¬ 
ual contact or blood contamination. Continue to practice safe sex and do 
not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take KALETRA? 

• You should stay under a doctor's care when taking KALETRA. Do not change 
your treatment or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

• You must take KALETRA every day exactly as your doctor prescribed it 
The dose of KALETRA may be different for you than for other patients. 
Follow the directioas from your doctor, exactly as written on the label. 

• Dosing in adults (including children 12 years of age and older): The usual 
dose for adults is 3 capsules (4001100 mg) or 5.0 mL of the oral solution twice 
a day (morning and night), in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Dosing in children from 6 months to 12 years of age: Children from 
' 6 months to 12 years of age can also take KALETRA. The child's 

doctor will decide the right dose based on the child's weight. 

• Take KALETRA with food to help it work better. 

• Do not change your dose or stop taking KALETRA without first talking 
with your doctor. 

• When your KALETRA supply starts to run low, get more from your 
doctor or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of virus 
in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even a short 
time. The virus may develop resistance to KALETRA and become 
harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not 
give KALETRA to others or take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of KALETRA? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of 
KALETRA, take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled 
dose at its regular time. If it is almost time for your next dose, do not take 
the missed dose. Wait and take the next dose at the regular time. Do not 
double the next dose. 

What happens if I take too much KALETRA? 

If you suspect that you took more than the prescribed dose of this medicine, 
contact your local poison control center or emergency room immediately. 

As with all prescription medicines, KALETRA should be kept out of the 
reach of young children. KALETRA liquid contains a targe amount of 
alcohol. If a toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than the rec¬ 
ommended dose of KALETRA, it could make him/her sick from too 
much alcohol. Contact your local poison control center or emergency 
room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take KALETRA? 


Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether KALETRA is 
right tor you. 

• Do not take KALETRA if you are taking certain medicines. These could 
cause serious side effects that could cause death. Before you take 
KALETRA, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you are 
taking or are planning to take. These include other prescription and non¬ 
prescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with KALETRA, 
please read the section titled “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE 
WITH KALETRA.” 

• Do not take KALETRA if you have an allergy to KALETRA or any of its 
ingredients, including ritonavir or lopinavir. 

Can I take KALETRA with other medications?* 

KALETRA may interact with other medicines, including those you take 
without a prescription. You must tell your doctor about all the medicines 
you are taking or planning to take before you take KALETRA. 
MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH KALETRA: 

• Do not take the following medicines with KALETRA because they can 
cause serious problems or death if taken with KALETRA. 

- Dihydroergotamine, ergonovine, ergotamine and methylergonovine 
such as Cafergot®, Migranal®, D.H.E. 45®, Ergotrate Maleate, 
Methergine, and others 

- Halcion® (triazolam) 

- Hismanal® (astemizole) 

- Orap® (pimozide) 

- Propulsid® (cisapride) 

- Rythmol® (propafenone) 

- Seldane® (terfenadine) 

- Tambocor™ (flecainide) 

- Versed® (midazolam) 

• Do not take KALETRA with rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, 
Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate®. Rifampin may lower the amount of 
KALETRA in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Do not take KALETRA with St. John’s wort (hypericum perforatum), an 
herbal product sold as a dietary supplement, or products containing St. 
John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you are taking or planning to take 
St. John’s-wort. Taking St John’s wort may decrease KALETRA levels 
and lead to increased viral load and possible resistance to KALETRA or 
cross-resistance to other anti-HIV medicines. 

• Do not take KALETRA with the cholesterol-lowering medicines 
Mevacoi® (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible senous 
reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug interactioas between 
KALETRA and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to your doctor before you take 
any of these cholesterol-reducing medicines with KALETRA. 

Medicines that require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose 
of other medicines when you are also taking KALETRA. Remember to 
tell your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

Before you take Viagra® (sildenafil) with KALETRA, talk to your doctor 
about problems these two medicines can cause when taken together. You 
may get increased side effects of VIAGRA, such as low blood pressure, 
vision changes, and penis erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection 
lasts longer than 4 hours, get medical help right away to avoid permanent 
damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking oral contraceptives ("the pill”) to prevent pregnancy, 
you should use an additional or different type of contraception since 
KALETRA may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• Efavirenz (Sustiva™) or nevirapine (Viramune®) may lower the 
amount of KALETRA in your blood. Your doctor may increase your 
dose of KALETRA if you are also taking efavirenz or nevirapine. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower the 
dose of Mycobutin. 

• A change in therapy should be considered if you are taking 
KALETRA with: 

Phe nobarbital 

Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These medicines may lower the amount of KALETRA in your blood and 
make it less effective. . 

• Other Special Considerations: 

KALETRA oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if you 
are taking or planning to take metronidazole or disulfiram. Severe nau¬ 
sea and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx®) and KALETRA: 

Didanosine (Videx®) should be taken one hour before or two hours 

after KALETRA. 

What are the possible side effects of KALETRA? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about side 
effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should repbrt any 
new or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. Your doctor 
may be able to help you manage these side effects. 


The most commonly reported side effects of moderate severity that are 
thought to be drug related are: abdominal pain, abnormal stools (bowel 
movements), diarrhea, feeling weak/tired, headache, and nausea. 
Children taking KALETRA may sometimes get a skin rash. 

Blood tests in patients taking KALETRA may show possible liver prob¬ 
lems. People with liver disease such as Hepatitis B and Hepatitis C who 
take KALETRA may have worsening liver disease. Liver problems 
including death have occurred in patients taking KALETRA. In studies, 
it ks unclear if KALETRA caused these liver problems because some 
patients had other illnesses or were taking other medicines. 

Some patients taking KALETRA can develop serious problems with 
their pancreas (pancreatitis), which may cause death. You have a high¬ 
er chance of having pancreatitis if you have had it before. Tell your doc¬ 
tor if you have nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These may be 
signs of pancreatitis. 

Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. The 
long-term chance of getting complications such as heart attacks or 
stroke due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol caused by pro¬ 
tease inhibitors is not known at this time. 

Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) occur in patients taking 
protease inhibitors such as KALETRA. Some patients had diabetes before 
starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients need changes in 
their diabetes medicine. Others needed new diabetes medicine. 

Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking antiretrovi¬ 
ral therapy. These changes may include increased amount of fat in the 
upper back and neck ("buffalo hump"), breast, and around the trunk. 
Loss of fat from the legs, arms and face may also happen. The cause and 
long term health effects of these conditions are not known at this time. 
Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with protease 
inhibitors. 

There have been other side effects in patients taking KALETRA. However, 
these side effects may have been due to other medicines that patients were 
taking or to the illness itself. Some of these side effects can be serious. 
What should I tell my doctor before taking KALETRA? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of 
KALETRA on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking KALETRA. 
You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a woman who has 
or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the best way to feed your 
baby. You should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, 
there is a chance that HIV can be transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are infected with 
Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your doctor before taking 
KALETRA. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors develop 
new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Tell your doctor if 
you have diabetes or an increase in thirst or frequent urination. 

• If you have hemophilia: Patients taking KALETRA may have increased 
bleeding. 

How do I store KALETRA? 

• Keep KALETRA and all other medicines out of the reach of children. 

• Refrigerated KALETRA capsules and-oral solution remain stable until 
the expiration date printed on the label. If stored at room temperature 
up to 77°F (25°C), KALETRA capsules and oral solution should be 
used within 2 months. 

• Avoid exposure to excessive heat. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be 
sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 
General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any questions 
about this medicine or your condition. Medicines are sometimes pre¬ 
scribed for purposes other than those listed in a Patient Information 
Leaflet. If you have any concerns about this medicine, ask your doctor. 
Your doctor or pharmacist can give you information about this medicine 
that was written for health care professionals. Do not use this medicine 
for a condition for which it was not prescribed. Do not share this medi¬ 
cine with other people.

find a balance of piano and other 
instruments that allows the bril¬ 
liance of Tchaikovsky’s orchestra¬ 
tion to shine alongside the piano 
effects. This new version is Lang 
Lang all the way, with Barenboim 
(10 times the pianist Lang Lang is 
likely ever to be, but an uneven 
conductor) chasing his 21-year- 
old colleague around the score as 
if Lang Lang were some wild 
child, along the way drawing some 
of the most preposterous sounds 
I’ve ever heard from the Chicago 
Symphony. 

Faulty tempo relationships are 
near the heart of the problem. 
They break the long work into 
countless short sections, and Lang 
gives each its own often eccentric 
character, destroying the long line 
of the piece. Yet the fundamental 
problem is that Lang misses the 
soul of the concerto, something 
readily audible in the illustrious 
past performances and recordings 
of it. In its place are a disjointed 
series of musical episodes, pic¬ 


tures at an exhibition as larky as 
Walt Disney’s images in Fantasia, 
which this wacky reading repeat¬ 
edly calls to mind. 

Lang has a large palette of mu¬ 
sical colors at his disposal and a 
steely, if hardly faultless, tech¬ 
nique. The famous double-octave 
passages have the requisite thun¬ 
der, but the second, descending set 
deals the performance its single 
greatest blow. It’s tempting to say 
that this shower of pianistic py¬ 
rotechnics rips the first movement 
in two, except that it was never in 
one. It’s an excess that cannot be 
blamed on Lang’s youth. 


Fancy fingerwork is an impor¬ 
tant aspect of the Mendelssohn 
Concerto, too, but here the sense 
of inflation is even more apparent. 
In other hands, this concerto 
charms as well as dazzles, but this 
reading never ventures far beyond 
exhibitionism. It’s like having the 
piece tattooed on your eardrums. 
Even its expressly tender mo¬ 
ments, like the brief solo passages 
in the middle movement, are 
taken to extremes. People cruci¬ 
fied Pogorelich for playing like 
this, but, with his more ingratiat¬ 
ing personality, Lang is getting 
away with it. For now. ▼

cover that the 2000 Naumburg 
Prize included a commission by 
then-85-year-old composer 
George Perle. Perle’s 11-minute 
Critical Moments 2 (2001) con¬ 
sists of nine variations. The com¬ 
poser, known for his radical “12- 
tone tonality” reinterpretation of 
the music of Schoenberg and the 
Second Viennese School, imitates 
the instrumentation in Schoen¬ 
berg’s Pierrot Lunaire, with per¬ 
cussion substituted for quasi- 
spoken Sprechstimme. Lest this 
sound like nostalgia from an 
over-the-hill octogenarian, 
there’s a huge variety of fascinat¬ 
ing musical and emotional ex¬ 
pression in Perle’s short varia¬ 
tions. Maccaferri calls them “fab¬ 
ulous.” 

The same can be said for 
David Schober’s Variations 
(1998). The composer shared an 
Oberlin dorm-room with Eighth 


Blackbird’s Albert, and wrote the 
work when he was 24 years old. 
His variations are based on har¬ 
monic modes developed by the 
late Olivier Messiaen. It’s great 
stuff, and bodes well for the con¬ 
certo Schober is writing for 
Eighth Blackbird. 

As for Thomas Albert’s Thir¬ 
teen Ways (1997), Albert knows 
the sextet’s members well; string 
player Matt Albert is his son. 
Honoring his gay son’s love for 
soaring melody, father Thomas 
has composed a series of musical 
comments on visual images that 
sprang to his mind while reading 
Wallace Stevens’ poem “Thirteen 
Ways.” Imagine inspiration 
springing from a Stevens stanza 
such as, “I do not know which to 
prefer,/The beauty of inflec- 
tions/Or the beauty of innuen¬ 
does,/The blackbird whistling/Or 
just after.” 

These words only begin to 
suggest the musical flights of 
fancy that await the adventurous. 
Check it out. ▼
